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the increase of our-population, and a renéwed industry and economy among 
the people, have added greatly to our numerical strength and our productive

For blessings so numerous, and so essential to`our happiness and pros- 

perity, let us render our heartfelt thanks to Hım, who, in his infinite good- 
—ness, has bestowed them all. 

_ In the enjoyment-of these blessings, sufficient, it would seem, to make a 

free and virtuous people happy and prosperous, we are nevertheless strug- 

gling in the midst of embarrassments arising solely from artificial causes. 

It will be conceded by every reflecting person, that no civilized nation can 
attain the full enjoyment of all its natural resources, in the absence of a sound 
circulating medium. Any substitute for such a medium must, from the na- 

.. ture of things, be temporary and partial in its benefits, and ultimately disas- 
- trous in its consequences.“ . . 

The substitution of an irredeemable paper currency, resting solely upon 
a.credit derived from temporary and illusive causes,- for the precious metals, 
and paper convertible at pleasure into those metals, has brought upon us a , 
train of evils, which has inflicted the-severest injury upon all the great inter- 

-ests of society. Men imagined that they were in possession of wealth, when, 
in reality, they possessed nothing: but worthless promises. t, 
Now that the mist has been dissipated, and we see nothing before us but 
. stern reality, it becomes us to use every proper exertion to extricate our- 
selves from the difficulties which surround us. Strange as it may seem, there 
are those who contend that the remedy lies in perpetuating the evil, that, in. 
order to extricate ourselves from embarrassments brought upon us by a 
vicious currency, we must lend to a similar currency the sanction of the law. 
One would naturally: suppose, that, in order to cure the disease, it would be | 
necessary to remove the cause. Temporary expedients may give partial re-, 
lief for the moment, but the invarible effect'is to increase the evil, and ren- 
der the remedy more difficult. - . 

The State cannot pay the individual debts of our citizens; and even if it'had 
the ability, and chose to exercise it, it could not do so without inflicting mon- 
strousinjustice upon the great mass of the people. Such a proposition would 
shock the moral sense of every upright man. 

We haye an industrious, enterprising and economical population. Our 
soil not only abounds in mineral wealth, but is admirably adapted to the cul- 
tivation of the’most valuable articles of export. With such advantages, no- 

, thing but our own short sighted policy can retard our advancement. Freed 
from the miserable and worthless currency, that has rested, like an incubus, 
upon our energies, we would find its place supplied by a sound and intrinsi- 
cally valuable circulating medium. Our people would then gradually, but - 
certainly, recover from their present embarrassments, and all would fully 
realize the truth of that axiom in political economy—production is the only 
true source of wealth., . 

_ When the State has extended to the citizen protection of person, of prop- 
erty and of reputation, the enforcement of contracts and the redress of inju- 
ries, it has fulfilled its chief duties. Let these purposes be accomplished, the 
imposition of heavy and unnecessary burdens upon the people, and an improp- 
er interference with their contracts, avoided: let our citizens exercise for- 
bearance, the one toward the other, and continue in the practice of industry 


and economy, and we will soon witness deliverance from all embarrass- 
ments.

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. Within the last two years, a species of banking, based upon a depreciatėèd 
and irredeemable currency, unknown to the constitution and laws, and in 
derogation of both, has sprung into existence in this State, which, if permit- 
ted to continue, must inflict upon the country all the evils incident to, and 
inseparable from, such a circulation.” 

The framers of the Constitution believed that they had effectually prohib- 

~ ited, within the State, the establishment of more than one bank and its 
branches, and the Legislature doubtless supposed they had sufficiently guarded 
the currency from debasement, by imposing penalties for the issue of any 
paper, designed as a circulating medium, except such as was authorised by 
law. But contrary to these salutary provisions, and regardless thereof, cer- 
tain cities, towns and county courts, usurpiag the prerogative of the Legis- 
lature, have assumed and exercised the power of giving a currency to the 
State—a currency founded upon their credit alone, and of denominations as 
low as a single- dollar. E 

The power of establishing banks, and authorising the issue of a paper cur- 
rency, has been regarded, hitherto, as pertaining alone to the sovereignty of 
the State, but it seems now to be considered, by those regardless of the laws 
and of the constitution, as incident to the sovereignty of county courts and 
town corporatioñs. i o l 

If the General Assembly is inclitied to favor this species of banking, they 
will, at least, so guard its exercise as to protect the people from imposition, 
and the currency from debasemenf, It i$ believed, however, that such gross 
usurpation of power and violation ot law will find no favor with the represen- 
tatives of an enlightened constituency, and that they will provide such reme- 
dies. and impose such sanctions as will effectually suppress the evil. 

Intimately connected with this subject are the banking powers assumed 
and exercised by certain incorporated companies. Incorporated for very 
different purposes, their chief business, for a few years past, has been to re- 
ceive, upon deposite, the paper of suspended banks, and discount thereon. 
Such, indeed, has been the extent of their banking operations, and so potent 
their itifluence, as to enable them to control, to a great extent, the whole 
currency of the State. Situated in our commercial emporium, and being the 
chief depositories, whatever they received upon deposite, the merchants of the 
city would receive from the merchants of the interior, the merchants of the 

interior from the farmers of the country, and the farmers from the purcha- 
sers of their produce. Exercising this influence, and adopting the paper of 
suspended banks as the standard of value, they caused’nearly the whole cur- 
rency of the State to consist of depreciated paper, and kept it in circulation, 
‘until, by the explosion of the banks whose paper they: had received and cir- 
culated, the people lost thousands, perhaps millions, of dollars: 

For the purpose of preserving inviolate the Constitution, and keeping such 
incorporated companies within the powers granted them, the popular branch 
of the Legislature, after a most rigid scrutiny into their management, at the 
last session passed a bill effectually to suppress their illegal banking, which, if 
it had become a law, would doubtless have saved the citizens of the State 
from.a large portion of the heavy losses, that have fallen upon them by the 
recent depreciation of the paper of the Illinois banks. Owing, however, to 
the late period at which it passed the House, and the consequent want of time 
for its due consideration, the Senate was induced to refer the bill to the pres- 
ent General Assembly. It is hoped that the subject will be revived, and our 
citizens relieved from the evils of such illegal and pernicious practices. 
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I regret to say that, in the introduction and circulation of depreciated pa- 
per, the Bank of the State of Missouri’ is. not without blame. Having, in 
the fall of 1839, and at some sacrifice, returned to the principles of legiti- 
‘mate banking, and having been sustained therein by the House of Represen- 
tatives, who, by resolutions adopted with but two dissenting voices, declared 
that the Bank ought not to recéive or pay out the paper of any. suspended 
bank, the return of that institution, in the spring of 1841, to the receptioa of 
„depreciated paper in payment of its debts, and upon deposite, was witnessed 
with some surprise, and that surprise was heightened- by the fact that the 
change of policy was adopted so soon after the solemnly expréssed opinions 
of the immediate representatives of the people and the election of the new 
directory. T5; : ; 

It is hoped, however, that the Bank has abandoned this injurious policy, to 
return to it no more. But it is due to the public who are so largely interest- 
ed in that institution, that the Legislature should not’ leave, to the discre- 
tion of any directory, so vital a question, the decision of which is so liable to 
be controlled by the surrounding circumstances and temporary expediency. 
The dealing in any and_all depreciated paper ought to be prohibited by law. 

If my anticipations in relation to the future action of the Bank shall be re- 
alized ; if the lawless policy of the cities, county courts and town corpora- 
tions shall be suppressed; if the insurance companies shall be disarmed of the 
power to do harm, and confined to the legitimate purposes of their creation, 
and all these objects are within the competency of the Legislature; and if the 
farmers of the country shall insist upon the specie standard of value, the only 
‘standard that should ever be recognized, in the sale of the products of their 
farms; then, and then only, will the currency receive-its purification, and the 
country be rid of the greatest of all evils, a fluctuating and depreciated cir- 

culating medium. WSA l 

In compliance with the provisions of the 26th section of “The act to regu- 
late elections,” approved March.20, 1835, the Secretary of State, in my 
presencc, proceeded to cast up the votes given at the last August election for 
representatives to the twenty-eighth Congress; and finding that John Jame- 
son, James B. Bowlin, James M. Hughes, James H. Relfe and Gustavus M. 
Bower had the highest number of votes, gave to those gentlemen, respective- 
ly, acertificate of_election, as directed by said act. But as “the act to pro- 
vide for electing additional members of Congress from this State,” approved 
February 16, 1841, contemplated only the election in 1842, it will be neces- 
sary to make provision forfuture elections. In doing this,it may be mate- . 
Tial to enquire whether the act of Congress-of the last session, apportioning 
the representation of the’several States, is in restraint of your constitutional © 
‘powers, or takes from you the right to regulate “the manner of holding” the 
elections as your own judgments may dictate. i ` a 

For more tnan fifty years—indeed, from the foundation of the Govern- 
ment—has this power been exercised by thẹ States, unrestrained by Federal 
legislation, and its exercise not only unquestioned, but enjoined by the Con- 
stitution. Whether they shall continue to exercise it, with the same freedom, 

_ is the question now to be solved, and upon its proper solution may depend 
_ the right of our members elect to seats in Congress. > E l 
The Constitution of the United States provides; that ` `- , a 
“The times, places and manner of holding elections for Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, shall be prescribed, in each State, by the Legislature thereof; 
but the Congress may, at any time, by law, make or alter such regulation, 
except as to the place of choosing Senators. ” 
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The imperative language of this provision demonstrates that the framers of” 
the Constitution believed that it was safest and best to confide the execution 
of this power, in the first instance, to the Legislatures of the respective 
States, and the history of that day proves that the power reserved to Con- 
gress “to make or alter” the regulations of the States, was designed to be ex- ` 
ercised in the event only that the States failed to exercise the power granted 
them, or exercised it in such a manner as to defeat the objects and purposes of 
the Constitution. That the States have never sòexercised the power, or 
failed to exercise it, is evinced by the fact that Congress has never attempted 
any control over the subject, from the time of the formation of the Federal 
Constitution to its late session, notwithstanding the present mode of electing 
representatives has prevailed, to some extent, during the whole of that period. 

Letit be conceded, however, that the power of Congress over the subject, 

_is co-extensive with that of the States, and that it may, at any time, prescribe ~ 

- “the times, places and manner of holding elections for representatives;” still 
the question recurs, ‘“‘have they done so?” This question is answered, it 
seems to me, by the enquiry, “Can the people of Missouri elect their repre- - 
sentatives by single districts, in the present form of the act of Congress?” ‘If 
they cannot, and many very intelligent citizens testified their belief that they 
could not, by abstaining from voting at our late election, then Congress has 
not “prescribed the manner of holding the election,” and the only effect of 
their legislation is a command to the Legislatures of the States, and in the 
most odious form, for it not only conimands them to legislate, but to legis- 
late in a prescribed form. 

_ It seems to be only the assertion of a truism to say, that if Congress under- ` 
take to prescribe the “time” when the election shall be held, they must name 
thé day; if they undertake to prescribe the “place,” they must designate it; 

‘and if they undertake to prescribe the “manner,” and desire single districts, 
they must establish them. Ina word, if Congress is not content with the 
legislation of the States, and desire to alter the same, it must do `o in such 
manner as to enable the people to exercise the right of election, without a 
resort to State legislation. ter t 

The greatest enemies of the rights of the States, and those most latitudinous 
in their construction of the Federal Constitution, admit that the Government 

_of the United States is one of delegated power only. If this be true, may it 
not be asked where is the delegation of power which authorized that govern- 
ment to command the States not only to legislate, but to legislate in the form 
prescribed by Congress? Where is the clause of the Constitution that au- 
thorises the Federal Government to transfer its powers of legislation to the 
States? Such an authority has been assumed, for the first time in the history 
of this Government, by the present Congress. ;, 

One of the great objects, in abandoning the articles of confederation and 
forming the present constitution, was to enable the Government, by her laws, 

' to operate upon the individual citizen instead of the States in their soveregn 
capacities, the want of which power had been seriously felt at an early period 
of the Government. o 

Taking it, therefore, for granted, that Congress cannot command the States 
to execute a power, the execution of which has been expressly confided to 
the General Government, it may be material further to inquire, whether the 

‘provision of the act of Congress, in relation to districting the States, is not a 

- - command to their respective Legislatures, and nothing more? In determin-. 
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ing this question, it may be proper to-notice, to some extent, the history of 
this feature of the law. i 
The section, as first introduced, read as follows: f 
_ “That each State shall be divided, by the Legislature thereof, iato as many 
districts, composed of contiguous territory, as shall be equal to the whole 
number of representatives to which-said State may be entitled in the House 
of Representatives of the Congress of the United States, and that each of said 
districts shall elect one representative.” a 
This language was plain, unambiguous and undisguised. It was the lan- 
guage of the master to the servant---Each State shall be divided by the Le- 
gislature thereof.” By this. we know what was intended by the mover. But 
it would seem that the language was too plain, too palpable; for, while in - 
the final enactment the substance was preserved, the peculiar phraseology 
was changed. The following is the language of the second section of the 
act, as finally adopted : D 
“That, in every case where a State is entitled to more than one represen- 
tative, the number to which each State shall be entitled, under this appor- 
tionment, shall be elected by districts, composed of contiguous territory, 
equal in number to the number of representatives to which each-State shall 
_ be entitled; no one district electing more than one representative.” : 
_, Jn this provision, the bold and authoritative “command, “Each State shall 
be divided by the Legislature thereof,” is dropped; but for it is substituted 
language which, though. equally effectual, is| more disguised. Why this _ 
change! Why is the indirect substituted for the direct command? 
It is commanded that the number of representatives, to which each State 
may be entitled, shall be elected by districts, and yet no districts are formed 
by Congress. By whom, then, are the districts to be formed? The answer 
of all is, by the Legislature of each State... And why are they to be thus 
formed? Because Congress has commanded it. * o 
- Viewing, then, the action of Congress on this subject in the light of a com- 
mand from that body to the Legislature of the State---a command which, un- 
der-the Constitution, Congress has no right to give, and of consequence there 
is no obligation to obey, the right of the General Assembly to exercise its 
own discretion in regulating the manner of choosing representatives to the 
Congress of the United States, remains unimpaired and uncontrolled. To 
whatever end that discretion shall lead, in your legislation upon the subject, 
it is due to the sovereignty of the State, to the inviolability of the national 
constitution, and to its correct interpretation, that the. General Assembly. 

should solemnly protest against this first and alarming attempt, on the part 
= the Federal Government, to control, by its mandate, the legislation of the 

tates. - a” ; 7 

I cannot pass from this subject without bringing to your notice the fact, 
that, in the recent congressional election, the freemen of two of the counties 
of this State were deprived of all participation, by the refusal of the clerk of 
the county court to furnish the proper poll books. ‘Directed by law to per- 
form mere ministerial duties, they assumed the power of deciding upon the 
validity of the laws of the State, and, holding them to be annulled by the ac- 
tion of Congress, withheld from the people of these counties the opportunity 
of exercising the most valuable of all privileges, the privilege of voting. It is 

' hoped the General Assembly will guard against the recurrence of similar 
acts of tyranny, and that they will not do less than declare the office of clerk 
forfeited for all similar violations of the elective franchise. : 
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By an act of Congress, approved September 4, 1841, there were granted 
to this State, for the purpose of internal improvement, five hundred thousand 
acres of land, the selection to bé made “in such manner as the Legislature 
thereof shall direct.” At the last session of Congress, this act was so far 
modified as to authorise the Governor to make the selection without conven- 
ing the Legislature. The grant is unconditional, with the exception of such 
land “as is or may be reserved from sale by any law of Congress, or procla- 
mation of the President of the United States;” and except, also, that the se- 

` lection shall be made upon surveyed land, and in quantities‘of not less than 

three hundred and twenty acres in any one location. D 

_ Entertaining the opinion that, under the act, land, upon which pre-emption 
rights existed, could be legally selected, but that good faith required that, if 
any such was selected, .the settlers should be protected in their rights, ‘I de- 
termined, with a view to the expense of selection, and the facility of the 
sales, to await the meeting of the Legislature, and to recommend that the se- 
lection be’made in the “Platte country,” and that the law which dirécted the 
selection should also secure to the settlers their rights of pre-emption. But 
in May last, I received, from the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
duplicates of instructions to the registers of the land offices, copies of which 
are herewith communicated, declaring, under the sanction of\the Secretary 
of the Treasury, that no land, to which a right of pre-emption existed, could 
be legally selected, and that any such selection would be “nullified.” 

Belieying this construction of the law to be erroneous, I sought, through 
the medium of our members of Congress, to induce the Secretary of the 
Treasury to revise his opinion. That officer referred the subject to the At- 
torney General of the United States; and, on the tenth of August, 1 received 
their final decision, adhering to the first construction. Under these circum- 
stances, but without any change of opinion as to the construction of the act, 
I thought it best not to subject the settlers upon the public lands to the un- 
certainty and perplexity of title, and possible loss of their łands, which would 
arise from the opposite action of the two governments, nor the State to the 
~—~embarrassment of refunding the purchase money, in the event: the title, de- 

.  Tived from a sale by the general government, should ultimately prevail. On 
the thirteenth of August, therefore, I appointed an agent in each of the four 
land districts, to make the selection, and gave them the necessary instruc: 
tions, copies of which are now also submitted. 

As I believed it impracticable to execute the act properly and in due time, 
‘without the aid of a practical surveyor, I accordingly appointed and directed 
one to attend each commissioner. ne a ; 

The following gentlemen -were appointed commissioners: For the Pal- 
myra district, Thomas Nelson, of Monroe county; for the Fayette district, 
John P. Morris, of Howard county; for the Lexington district, Alexander 
M. Robinson, of Clay county; and for the Springfield district, Charles A. Ha- 
den, of Greene county. l : 

The information rėceived in relation to the public land, subject to sale at 
the St. Louis and Jackson offices, did not, in my opinion, justify the appoint- 
ment of an agent in either of those districts. 

The commissioners have been instructed to close their labors for the season 
in time to report to me the quantity selected, by the first week of the session 
of the Legislature. T . 

In causing the land to be selected, under the authority of the act of Con- 
gress, without convening, thé General Assembly, or awaiting its regular ses- 
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' sion, I flatter myself that I have but conformed my action to the views of the 

| constituted authorities of the State, and to the public will as heretofore ex- 

í pressed in the resolutions and memorials to Congress upon the subject of-the 

| public lands.” In justification of this opinion, I would respectfully refer to the 

| memorial to the Congress of the United States, approved February 6, 1839, 
| asking a grant of five hundred thousand acres of the public land, and urging 
‘this donation, as an act of justice that would place Missouri, to some extent, 
upon an equality with other States, to which much greater quantities of land 
| had been granted by the general government. ; ee. 

| Buta very different question, to my mind, was presented in regard to the 
‘duty of the Executive under that section of the same act of Congress, which 

| directed that the nett proceeds of the sales of the public lands should be paid 

“to such person or persons as the respective Legislatures of the said States 

| and Territories, or the Governors thereof, in case the Legislatures shall have~ 

| made no such appointment, shall authorise to receive the same.” 

| A few days after the approval of the memorial of February 6, 1839, asking 

| of Congress the grant of five hundred thousand acres of land, the General 

| Assembly, in a series of resolutions, protested, in the most solemn manner, 

| against the distribution of the proceeds of the sales of the public lands among 

| the several States. Resolutions,’to the samé import, have been repeatedly 
adopted by the General Assembly, while none of an opposite character have 

| ever received the concurrence of the people of this State. This action of the 

| Legislature was had at a time when the revenue of the nation was abun- 

dantly sufficient for the payment of all its expenses, and has been sustained 

| by the enlightened judgment of the people, repeatedly expressed. 

| Under these circumstances, and when the national treasury was exhausted 
—when the federal government was borrowing millions to defray its ordi- 

[nary expenses—when, to supply the deficiency the proposed distribution 

i would create, Congress was imposing heavy and burdensome taxes upon the 
‚people, and when a large and increasing public debt was adding tothe re- 
sponsibilitiesand burdens of the nation, I could not bring my mird to the con- 

{clusion that the Executive would be conforming his action to the public will, 
by making the people of the State a party to an act which they had so re- 

}peatedly condemned, and which was fraught with such serions and mis- 

|chievous consequences to the whole nation. = i 

| Nor were these the only reasons which induced me to delay the appoint- 
ment of an agent, and await the action of the more immediate representa- 

tives of the people. The power of. the general government, under the con- 
stitution, to collect taxes from the people,. for the purpose of distribution 
among the States, has been -rarely avowed; yet this: monstrous and absurd ` 
doctrine receives its practical execution in the distribution of theland revenue. 
| For the first time in the history of our republic, we see the national gov- 
ernment, created for very different purposes, collecting a revenue from the 
people for the acknowledged purpose of distribution among the States, there- 
by degrading them from their high and proud bearing, as free and indepen- 
tent sovereignties, to the abject condition of humble dependents. A more 

umiliating spectacle never was presented to the eyes of the American people. 

% The folly and utter absurdity of the measure are seen in the notorious fact, 
wnat every dollar distributed must be refunded by increased taxation upon 

@e people, attended with the additional cost of collection. Thus the act, as 
h financial measure, is a mere idle ceremony, by which the money given with 
one hand is taken.back by the other. 
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- turned in 184], the taxes have only been paid upon 73,888 acres... 
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. Whether Missouri shall continue to maintain the high and just position 
which she has heretofore assumed, is submitted_to the wisdom of the General 
Assembly. For my own part, I cannot permit myself to entertain a doubt as 
to the result of your deliberations. 

A contingency has arisen, by which the revenue, derived from the sale of 
the public lands, will be, fur the present, preserved to ‘the national treasury; 
still I considered it due to you, and to our common constituents, that I should 
submit the reasons which controlled my action, and influenced me in the con- 
sideration of the subject. SRE Ta 

The best manner of disposing of the land selected, and the compensation of 
the agents employed in the selection, are matters submitted to your consid- 
eration. I would, however, suggest, in order to avoid the great expense of 
continuing officers for the sale of the land in the several land districts—an 
expense that will go far to consume the principal fund—that, after one public 
sale in each district, the remainder of the land should be subject to entry at 
the office of the Register of Lands. 

I trust I may be pardoned the suggestion, that, if there are any persons 

‘who have settled upon any of the land selected, they be protected in the pur- 
chase of their homes, at the minimum price of the public lands. The favora- 
ble consideration which the settlers have ever received at the hands of the 
General Assembly of Missouri, forbids the idea that they will be overlooked 
in this instance. : l l 
> If it is desirable to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the selected 
lands to internal improvement, as’ provided in the grant, I would respect- 
fully submit the expediency of applying a-portion thereof to the improvement 
of the navigation of the Osage and North Grand Rivers. While the greater 


‘+ numberof ~our citizens are supplied with ample water communication by 


means of -the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, nearly the whole of the south- 
western portion of the State is dependent upon the navigation of the Osage, 
which, while unimproved, can only be available, to any considerable extent, 
for a small portion of the vear. — 
If, however, it shall be the pleasure of the Legislature to divert this fund, or 
any portion of it, to objects other than those contemplated by the grant, it " 
will be necessary to obtain the previous assent of Congress. -_ = 
I invite the attention of the Legislature to the existing laws for the collec- 
tion of the tax upon land, and respectfully suggest such modifications as will 
-equalise the burdens between resident and non-resident- proprietors, and in- 
sure the more prompt payment of the taxes. While the personal property 
‘of the resident is liable to be seized and sold by the ¢ollector, in default of the. 
payment of the tax upon his land, the non-resident is exempt from all diş- 
tress on that account, and is allowed years within which to discharge his. lia- 
bilities to the State. | 7 
One of the evils of the present system is the increasing quantity of land 
upon which the taxes are not paid. Since the passage of the present law, the 
non-resident delinquent list has swelled to such an éxtent as to embrace the 
enormous quantity of more than zwo millions of acres, the taxes upon which 
‘are unpaid. Another of the evils attending the exemption of land from sale 
_for taxes, is that the quantity returned as delinquent is increasing, while the 
amount of payments upon such lands is annually diminishing. In proof of 
this, L need only state the fact, that, of 485,819 acres returned in 1835, the 
taxes upon 297,908 acres thereof have been paid; while of 685,926 acres re- 
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Another imperfection of the system is found in the fact, that all the lands 
which become forfeited to.the State for the non-payment of the taxes, are 
subject to taxation for county purposes, and the amount thereof required to 
be paid to tht counties, out of the State treasury. This will become, in a féw 
‘years, exceedingly burdensome to the treasury. ° 


By far the-greatest portion of the lands, upon which the taxes are not paid, | 


are owned: by non-residents, many of whom have purchased largely for spe- 

culation, and the justice of exempting them from burdens, imposed upon our 
own citizens, is not perceived. +The only mode of enforcing the payment of 
taxes is by selling‘the property of the delinquent; and to this remedy the 
personal property of the resident is subject, while the only property of the 
non-resident, subject to the jurisdiction of our laws, is exempt from sale. 
True, after a certain number of years, his dand, in default of the payment of 
the tax, is declared forfeited to the State; but it is.known that this forfeiture 
is but nominal, there being no provision for its sale by the State, and the Le- 
gislature extending the time of its redemption from ‘year to year. ‘The ef- 


ject of the whole system indeed seems to be but little less than an exemption. 


of the land of non-residents from>taxation. se 
In connection with this subject, I would respectfully suggest that the ex- 
penses, incident to the assessment and collection of. the revenue, might be 
considerably reduced, and the taxes more properly adjusted, by slightly in- 
creasing the taxupon land, and exempting from taxation such portions of 
personal property as are unproductive to the owner. ; 
- In the course of the present year, much embarrassment has been experi- 


enced in the collection of the revenue, in consequence of the failure of seve- * 


ral of the sheriffs to give bond as required by law. As the-sheriffs are ineli- 
gible at the expiration of their second term, and the’ only penalty for a fail- 
ure to give bond is a forfeiture of the office, they delay, in many instances, 
to give bond until the termination of their office, and then, when there is no- 
thing to forfeit, utterly refuse to enter into the required obligation. To rem- 
edy this inconvenience, and to compel such officers to perform their duties, 
suitable penaities should be imposed, and if it is thought best, letthe duties 
of the collector commence upon: the coming into office of the new sheriff, 
anstead of on the first day of January, as now provided by law.: ' 
~ Af. the collection of the revenue in any of the counties renders, the office of 
sheriff too onerous, the county courts of all such counties could bs require 
to appoint a collector. a os an 
The law regulating the duties of assessors is.defective, and requires amend- 
‘ment. The penalty of the bond, which they are required to give, has proved 
wholly inadequate, in. many instances, to enforce the proper performance of 
their duties, oO 
From the influence of interested counsels, or a mistaken sense of duty, the 
assessors of forty-three counties failed to execute the act imposing a tax upon 
money loaned at interest, and money invested in the purchase of “bonds and 
notes, for the year 1841. This failure was the less excusable, as the Auditor 
_ of public accounts furnished the assessors, in due time, with the proper con- 
_ Struction.of the act, and informed each that it was to be .executed for that 
: year. ‘In some of-the counties there has been a failure to execute the act for 
: the present year. eo oe en 
if it is ‘desirable to derive revenue from the objects mentioned in the act— 
and it 1s presumed that none will ‘insist that the money lender should be ex- 
_empt from a tax upon his capital, while the property less-productive is taxed 
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in the hands of the poorest citizen — —justice requires, that those coutties 
which were not assessed in L841 and 1842, should be assessed for those’years. 
If this is not done the counties which have been assessed for those years 
would scemi to have a just claim to be reimbursed the amount-they have 
paid into the treasury ; and this cannot be done without a breach of the pub- 
lic faith, those funds having been set .apart and pledged for the payment of 
the interest upon the bonds authorised to be issued at the last session of the 
Legislature. me 

The act, itis believed, will not be properly executed, unless. the persons 
assessed are required to disclose, upon oath, the amounttoaned at interest, 
and invested in the purchase of notes, nor will there be an uniformity of as- 
sessment, unless itis made the duty of the assessors to conform to the in- 
structions of the Auditor, at the peril of removal from office.

It is believed that a very large proportion of the prisoners can be 
more profitably employed in the manufacture of some of the staple products 
of the State, thereby affording a market for the-farmer, without prejudice to 
the mechanical interests of any portion of the State. a, 

A strong inducement to an economical administration of the affairs of the 
penitentiary would be found in making the compensation of the keeper pay- 
able, to a certain extent, out of the nett proceeds of the institution. 

It. will be necessary to make provision for tne erection of an additional 
number of cells, as the present number is far exceeded by the number of con- 
viejs. I would suggest the propriety of so constructing them as to admit 


. but one convict, the association of the prisoners being deleterious to their 


morals, and prejudicial to their management. 

Within the last four years, the convicts have increased; from forty-four, to 
about one hundred and fifty, and they are still rapidly increasing. If the fu- 
ture policy of the State shall require the permanent continuance of the pen- 
atentiary system, the period is not remote when it will become necessary ta 
provide for the erection of an additional institution of this character. When 
this necessity shall arise, the interest of the State, it seems to me, would de- 
mand its location in the vicinity of St. Louis.

1t is believed that 
the largest portion of the labor of.the Auditor’s office devolved upon the 
Register, while the annual‘salary of the latteris only one-third, in amount, 
of that of the former. p a 

It is true that thé Register is allowed same perquisites of office, but these 
are insufficient to pay clerk hire, and must continue to diminish; from: the 
fact that the expenses incurred by those, who’pay their taxes at the treasury, 
will cause them to make payment in thé proper counties. ` oo 

It should be remembered that the duties of the Register have been 
greatly increased by the increased quantity of land subject to taxation, 
. and that the duties of the office are various, arduous, and complicated. 
It is, therefore, but an act of justice to place that officer upon an equality, 
in compensation, with the other officers of the State, at least, that his 
compensation should bear a just proportion to the labor of the office..

The compensation provided by the laws and regulations of the 
United States, and which we have adopted, is, in most. instances, exces- 
sively extravagant and entirely disproportioned to the services required.

The capitol is yet in an unfinished state, the appropriation for its com- 
pletion being insufficient. It is believed that the sum of seven thousand 
dollars will amply supply for ihat object; which the Legislature, I doubt 
not, will take pleasure in appropriating.

The great cost of this building, and the value of the other property of . 
the State in this city, would seem to suggest the propriety of -an appro- 
priation for the purchase of a suitable fire engine for its preservation. 
Indeed, such a precaution is considered absolutely necessary for the pre- 
servation of the public property. . =: 

-The important subject of general education has, for many years, re- 
ceived the favorable attention of the Legislature, and produced: the en- 
actment of laws that have been considered as best calculated to pro- 
mote the encouragement of common schools. The system established by 
our present laws, is one that has. been generally adopted by States where 
_ the cause of Education has received its warmest patronage, and though 
it has been imperfectly tested in Missouyj, yet I have no doubt that it

Since the adjournment of the last session of the General Assembly, the 
State has received from the general government, as the quota of arms, 
due for the year 1841, six brass field pieces, with the proper carriages, 
accoutrements, &c. These guns, which are six-poundets, are now in the 
custody of the Quartermaster General, at this place, and are fine speci- 
mens of the skill of our American artists. The quota due the State for 
the year 1842, will be received in cavalry arms, with the necessary 
equipments. - . ka l 

For further particulars on this subject, and for the number of arms be- 
longing to the State, I refer you to the statement ‘of the Quartermaster 
General herewith communicated. ‘~ 

There have also been received, from the general government; two boxes 
containing complete sets of weights and measures, prepared in compli- 
ance with a resolution of Congress, with a view to the establishment of 
an uniform standard throughout the United States. As we have a sta- 
tute regulating weights al the contents of measures, which are made . 
uniform throughout the State, I leave to your consideration the expedi- 
ency of so revising the law, as to cause a comparison to be made between 
those now used by the several county courts, and those received from the > 
general government. . 

The protection of our western frontier continues to be a subject of — 
deep and abiding interest to the people of this State. The policy of the 
general government, by which the Indians are concentrated upon our 
borders, imposes upon that government the duty of affording -us ‘ample 
protection against their inroads. This obligation, whichhas always been 
but imperfectly discharged, isnow rendered of more difficult performance 
__ by the substitution for the second regiment of dragoons, of a force much 

less efficient. Cavalry alone can be made available against the Indians, - 
in our great western prairies. ; 

I wold therefore urge upon the General Assembly the importance of 
expressing fully the views of ‘the State upon this interesting subject.— 
Your timely interposition may arrest the change of policy contemplated, 
and save the citizens from the consequences of sudden irruptions by the 
savages that hover upon our borders. ` f . 

Recent events have satisfactorily shown that the slaveholding ċitizens 
of this State are constantly exposed to the depredations of organized 
bands of abolitionists, residing in sister States, who seize every opportu- 
nity to seduce slaves from the service of their masters, and then aid them 
in making their escape into non-slaveholding States, and often providing 
__ the means of conveying them into the British colonies. Although I am 
^ satisfied that such offences areproperly punishable as larceny, yétas some 
members of the legal profession have expressed a contrary opinion, I 
would respectfully urge the propriety and necessity of placing this ques- 
tion, by suitable enactments, beyond all doubt, and providing such pen- 
-alties as will putan end to the increasing evil. The penitentiary for 
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life, seems a-punishment scarcely too severe for the perpetrators of such 
atrocious offences. ok, l 

_ Aceompatying this communication you will receive a number of docu- ” 
ments which have been forwarded to me from the several States, and 
from individuals, with the request that they be laid before the General 
Assembly, and to which I invite your attention. 

- I must again bring to the notice of the General Assembly the extraor- 
dinary fact, that, while our own bank is prohibited from issuing any note 
of a less denomination than teh dollars, the banks of other States are 
permitted to circulate within our limits, with impunity, notes of the low- 
est denomination. This glaring absurdity should be tolerated no longer. 

I had the honor of inviting. the attention of the General Assembly to 
this subject in my inaugural address, and of.expressing my full concur- 
ence in the limitation imposed upon the Bank of Missouri. I beg leave 
now to renew the recommendations then made, and to urge upon the Le- 

islature the impolicy and injustice of extending to the banks of other - 

tates, privileges which we-deny to our own. ; 

The circulation of all paper under ten dollars ought to be prohibited 
by law, or the Bank of Missouri should be permitted to issue notes of a

It is understood that some of the courts of the United States have de- 
cided that the act of Congress “to establish a uniform system of bank- 
ruptcy throughout the United States,” supercedes the insolvent laws of 
the several States. If thisis the effect of that act, it will be well for the 
Legislature to consider the propriety of abolishing imprisonment for 

,debtin this State. The effect of continuing the powgr to imprison for 
debt, will be to force every debtor, unable to pay his ‘debts, to take the 
benefit of the bankrupt law, or to remain “in prison at. the mercy of his 
creditor. rs: : | 

It is presumed that the baneful effects of the bankrupt act will, at no 
distant period, induce its repeal; but it is unwise and unjust that during 
its continuance, debtors should be forced into the federal courts, at an 

` enormous expense, to find relief from imprisonment, which must be their 
condition while the bankrupt act remains in force, unless the laws author- 
izing imprisonment for debt are repealed. This subject is commended , 
to your serious consideration. 4 

In conclusion, permit me to tender to you my hearty co-operation in 
all measures calculated to promote the public good, and to invoke that 
spirit of harmony in your deliberations, so essential to the successful

chasers and obtain their titles, and then enforce their claims against the per- 
sons who would purchase under this act. 


— The committee believe that the contracts for the sale of those lands must .. 


be rescinded_by a judicial proceeding and that no act of this General Assem- 
bly could make a good title thereto, without’such proceeding. ; . 
The purchasers who have fled and failed to pay. for those lands may be 
sued by attachment on their lands, or a bill in chancery may be filed against 
them to rescind the contracts. The latter would probably be the most ef

This course would 
be. attended witha little expense, but it would be better to incur such, than 
to sell them out to innocent purchasers, when it is evident that their titles

Gentlemen: I feel it to be my imperative duty to call your atten-~ 


tion to the financial condition of the State, and respectfully to urge upon 
you the importance of providing the means necessary to enable the State 
to preserve her credit and good faith. Independent of the bonds author- 
ised to be issued_at the last session of the General Assembly, to meetthe 
interest upon which, the means provided were largely deficient, the Le- 
gislature, at this session, have authorised an additional issue of bonds to 
near the amount of ¢254,0)0; the annual interest upon. which will 


amount to the sum of £30;820, while as yet no provision has been made © 


for the payment of a dollar of interest. Unless such provision is made, 
it can scarcely be expected that the,bonds can be sold, or if sold, that 
the credit and good faith of the State can be preserved. 

I would not have ventured upon these suggestions but for the fact that 
your session is now so near its close, and no provision made to meet the

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condition of things suggested.—It is the solemn-duty of the State to meet 
its liabilities to its creditors punctually, especially to those from whom it 
sorrows money; but this cannot be done without additional legislation 
before your adjournment, if the new bonds authorised to be issued shall

This respondent in his own proper person comes into court here, and 
protesting that there are no charges and specifications under those charg- 
es, to which he can be bound by law to make answer; and saving to him- 
self now, and at all times hereafter, all benefit of exception to the insuf- 
ficiency of said charges and specifications, and to the many defects ap- 
pearing therein, in point of law, or otherwise; and protesting also, that 
he ought not to be injured or in any manner prejudiced, by any words or 
want of form in this, his answer, submits the following observations in 
answer to said charges and specifications. 

The first charge, “That John D. Leland, Judge ‘of the State of Mis- 
souri, within and for the second judicial circuit, in this State, is unquali- 
fied to discharge the duties of the office of Judge aforesaid;? under which 
charge, the specifications are, 

“Ist. He wants legal attainments to qualify him for the office.” 

«2nd. He is deficient in legal knowledge.” - 

“3rd. He wants firmness and decision in the exercise of his judicial 
functions.” 

Now) this respondent submits to this Honorable Court, whether the 
first two of these specifications are not in substance the same, and wheth- 
er they are not so vague and indefinite, as to leave this respondent utter- 
ly uninformed, either of the specific facts to which he is required to an- 


> swer, or what it may be attempted to establish against under said charge 


and specifications. Not being able to answer by ‘anticipation, he will 


therefore, content himself with a general denial of the truth of the charge. 


This respéndent however, would not-be understood as controverting 
the allegation that he is deficient in legal knowledge, further than may 


A Sinia 
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be necessary to make ‘an issue in the’ icase ; for a perfect knowledge of - 
the law, which alone excludes the idea of deficiency, is, he apprehends, 
what few have attained, and what this: honorable Court would neither 
expect nor require. Neither is this respondent apprised what are the 
legal attainments necessary to qualify him for the office of judge, or by 
what standard these attainments are to be measured. If a perfect know- 
ledge of the law, or a grade of legal attainments, which utterly excludes 
the idea of equality or superiority in others, be the standard, he believes 
there are few judges in this State, or elsewhere, who would be able to 
come up to it; and if on the other hand, the standard should be the qua- 
lifications of one judge, as contrasted with another, then the effect of 
removing one judge, for the want of legal knowledge, would be to dis- | 
qualify another ; and so on, as long as any two judges might remain on 
the Bench. a 

For if he, who of all the judges in the State has least legal attain- 

ments, should be removed on that ground, then would that judge who 
ranked just above him, become the lowest on the scale, and consequent- 
ly disqualified for the office. But if such a knowledge of the law as en- 
ables a judge to protect the rights of the State and her citizens, by ad- 
ministering. justice to all, according to the law, be all that is necessary 
to qualify him for the ofice, and such this respondent believes it, then 
does he deem himself not so.deficient in legal attainments or legal know- 
‘ledge as to disqualify him for the office he holds. 
' As to the other specification—“That he wants firmness and decision 
in the exercise of his judicial functions :? If the wrong-headed obsti- 
nacy which abides by an opinion once expressed, whether right or wrong, 
should be thought-to deserve the high praise of judicial firmness, then 
would this respondent withdraw all claim to that noble quality. But this 
respondent submits it to this honorable Court, whether to retract a hasty 
or erroneous opinion, does not require at least as much firmness, as to 
-abide by it. Aware, as every judge must be, that whilst there are but 
few that can detect the error of his decision, his seeming vascillation 
must be obvious to all. . 
_ This respondent admits that he is liable to err, and his readiness to 
correct his errors; but avers, that he neither lightly nor hastily aban- 
dons an opinion once formed, but hath ever firmly and rigidly adhered 
to his convictions of right. And while this respondent admits that the 
good order of his court may have sometimes been interrupted by the sys- 
tematic disorder of those who desired to fotnd a charge against him on 
that ground ; he avers, that he has never failed to repress, or to punish, 
those violations of decorum, which, palpable to the eye and the ear, are 
therefore easier of detection, but which scarcely emanate from a more 
ruffian spirit, or a more unprincipled contempt for the constituted autho- 
rities of the land. 

And the said John D. Leland, to the said first charge, saith: That he is 
not unqualiffed to:discharge the duties of the office of Judge, as in said first 
charge alleged against him; and this he prays may be enquired of this hone ` 
orable Court, in such manner as law and justice may require. i 

2nd: The second charge against this respondent is : “That the said John D- 
Leland does not bestow that application and mdustry necessary to qual- 
ify him for the discharge ‘of the duties of the. office of Judge aforesaid.” ...

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~ There is no specificatiom under this charge: by: which this- respondent is in- 

-formed in what manner, or on what subject he- should bestow application andi 
industry so as to qualify him for the office of Judge, nor in what he is de- 
ficient; nor can he imagine by what specific facts the charge is to be-sus: 
tained; nor does he know what exact degree of application and industry it 
‘may be thought the duty of a Judge to exercise, in order to qualify him for 
the duties of the office Here again he contents himself with a general de- 
nial of the charge: and aswers, That the said respondent does bestow that 
application and industry necessary to qualify him for the discharge of the 
-duties of the office of Judge-as aforesaid; and that the matters and things 
contained. in said second charge are not true, and this he prays may be en: 
quired of by this honorable Court, as law and justice may require. 

3rd. The third charge is :. “That the said Joho D: Deland, Judge.as afore- 
said, is negligent, tardy and inattentive in the discharge of the duties of Judge 
as aforesaid.” Here-again there is no specification. But if this respondent 
can be permitted to conjecture what is intended to be alleged in the vague 
generalties of this charge, he would suppose that it is designed to charge him 
with. neglecting to open bis courts on the proper days: and at the proper 
times; with being tardv in disposing: of the business of the courts, and inat- 
tentive during the time such business is actually being transacted.. But as to 
the facts on which this charge rests, and by whieh it is to be sustained, he is 
again left completely in the dark. ‘This respondent does not reeollect-that he 
has ever failed, since his appointment, A. D. 1541, to open his courts on the 
first day of the term, except when esections were being held ;. or unless pre- 
vented by inclemency of the weather, by high water,.or by some other un+ 
avoidable casualty, He alleges that his courts have been invariably opened 
at an hour as early as the attendance of witnesses, parties and attorneys. 
could be procured. He denies that he has been tardy in despatchiug the bu- 

_siness of the courts: and avers, that in. no county in the circuit is the docket 
now, larger than when he came on the Bench. This respondent will not,. 
however, deny that the trial of some cases may have taken more time than 
might be required for a perfect eviscer of the subject; but he contends that: 
this might have proceeded, and did not unfrequently proceed from. causes be- 

—yond his control. It was not for this respondent to stint, or measure time: 
to counsel; and had he pursued such a course, he would then perhaps have- 
subjected himself to the charge of beingtyrannical and oppressive in. office. 
It is.obvious to all, that although a judge may do much to expedite business. 
by promptitude and decision, that he may still be greatly thwarted’in the at- 
tainment of that desirable object, by the refusal of council to co-cperate 
with him, or by a fixed determination on. their part to produce embarrass-- 
ment and delay. This respondent denies that he lias ever failed to give a 
proper degree of attention to any case actually before the court ; but avers, 
that he has always listened respectfully and attentively to the arguments of 
counsel, and to the authorities introduced by them; and has never: volunta- 
rily permitted his mind to wander from the matter under discussion, or-ow- 
which he has been called to act. 

And the said John D. Leland,.for plea to the said third:charge, saith: That 
he is not negligent, tardy, or inattentive, as in said third‘ charge is alleged . 
and this he prays may be enquired of by this honorable Court,.as law and 

~ justice may require. ~ l , De : 

Ath. The fourth charge is: “That the said John D: Deland: Judge- as 
aforesaid, permits some members of the bar to exerciso'an undue influence. 


+ 
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— sovet him in the discharge. of the duties of the office of Judge, as aforesaid.” 
Here again there is no specification, and the charge is, if possible, more vague 
-and uncertain than those which have preceded it. This respondent, acquit- 
ted by his own conscience, cannot easily conjecture on what occasion, or un- 
der what circumstances, this undue influence is supposed to have been exer- 
cised. Nor is there any thing within his own breast, which can enable him 
to imagine what members of the bar are alleged to have exercised such an 
influence over him. But this respondent readily perceiving how this charge » 
may be made to wear the semblance of probability, and how it may be made 
to operate most effectually to. his prejudice, -and- believing that those who 
have been restrained by no obligation of conscience, from preferring an ac- 
cusation so false and unfounded, have been influenced by no other consider- 
ation, is at no loss to determine in his own mind who those gentlemen are. 
`- This respondent utterly denies that he has ever extended any favor or in- 
dulgence to those gentlemen, which he would not have equally granted to the 
.humblest member of the bar. He utterly denies that he has at any time . 
given greater weight to authorities produced by those gentlemen, or to their 
arguments, than he would have given to the same arguments, or to the same 
authorities, if introduced by others. He does not know that he has more 
frequently decided in favor of those gentlemen, than of others at all ap- 
proaching them.in legal knowledge or attainments; and surely it is unrea- 
sonable to found a charge of partiality on the fact that professional skill 
should sometimes triumph over ignorance and stupidity. This respondent 
. would submit the point,—That the ablest lawyers are least liable to commit 
errors themselves, and most likely to detect the errors of others; and are 
therefore most likely to succeed, not in inferior courts only, but before the 
highest tribunals, and before the ablest judges of the land. And the said 
Joha D. Leland, for plea to the said fourth charge, saith : That he does not 
permit some members of the bar to exercise an undue influence over him in 
the discharge of the duties of Judge, as in said fourth charge is alleged against 
„him; and this he prays may be enquired of by this honorable Court, as law 
‘and justice may require. 

-This respondent has now replied to the charges against him, as particular- 
ly as he deems necessary, or could reply to charges so vague, or rather, to 
charges unaccompanied with the specific facts on which those charges are 
based ; for the specifications in this case are as general as the charges, as lit- 
tle susceptible of reply, and leave this respondent In the most embarrassing 
uncertainty, as to the nature and extent of the evidence to be aduced against 
him. This respondent is consequently but ill-advised as to what evidence he 
may need for his defence. This respondent is well aware that in a period of 

-~ nearly three years, during which he has presided over a circuit, in which 
there is a larger amount of business than in any other in upper Missouri, he 
` could not have failed to commit many errors. But he submits it, that the 
most egregious, apparent error, is not of itself conclusive evidence of want 
of capacity or legal information; as it may perhaps have had its origin in 
casual inadvertence, or a casual misapprehension of the subject. And if the 
simple fact of having made wrong decisions, or having uttered etroneous. 
opinions, should be held as sufficient evidence of a want of legal knowledge, 
or legal attainments. This respondent humbly conceives, that there is not _ 
one Judge on the: Bench in this State, or indeed of any other State in thé 
Union, who could retain his office for six months. This respondent avers, 
that whatever errors hs may have committed, have been.those of honest mis- 
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apprehension, not of corruption, or of gross or palpable ignorance ; nor have , 
they been, he trusts and believes, of such a character as to be beyond remedy 
or redress. It is the wilful and for-reaching errors of a corrupt and knavish 
heart, which are truly formidable; because cunningly advised, and therefore 
difficult of detection. This respondent is well assured, that from the day he 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of his office, there has been a settled 
purpose on the part of many members of the:bar, to leave no means untried, 
to annoy, harrass; mislead, and deceive him. Every obstacle has, by them, 
been thrown in the way, to prevent a speedy and ccrrect administration of 
the law. And now this respondent submits himself to the candid judgment 
of this honorable Court. From the candor or fair dealing of those who have 
been chiefly instrumental in placing him in his present embarrassing situa- 
tion, he expects nothing: For the last six months a relentless and vindictive 
warfare has been waged against him; and he has no reason to hope that 
those who in cold blood have done him less than justice, will be very scru- 
pulous as to the means by which they may achieve an object, which now, at- 
taches to itself’ the interest and excitement of personal triumph or personal 
defeat. Should it be the opinion of this honorable Court, that the interest 
and welfare of the people of the circuit over which this respondent presides, 
would be more effectually subserved by dismissing him from the ofide he now 
holds, he will bow with the most perfect submission to the supremacy of your 
power; and will retire with the consciousness of having discharged the du- 
ties of the trust confided to him for a time, if not with credit to himself, at 
«least_honestly, and without dishonor ;—a consciousness which this respon- 
‘dent would not exchange for the possession of all those high attainments and 
attributes of the mind, which certain astute and learned gentlemen have © 
pleased to deny him. This respondent, however, connet-anticipate convic- 
tion, Trusting to the goodness of his cause, he confidently awaits the decis- 
ion of this honorable Court, asking justice only, not mercy at its hands.

BANK REPORT.

To ihe General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


The joint committee, appointed by the Governor, to-investigate the condi- 
tion of “The Bank of the State gf Missouri,” and its branches, respectfully . 
submit the-following report: -_ 

The committee met at St. Louis, and after spending several days in the ex- 
amination of the Bank, proceeded tọ Palmyra, and thence to Fayette, and 
made a careful examination of the branches at those places. The officers of 
the Bank and branches. fvrnished the committee with all proper aid, and—af- 
forded every desirable facility for making a thorough investigation of the af- 
fairs of the institution. . 

The Casler at St. Louis, furnished the committee with an exhibit of the 
condition of the Bank on the 3lst day of October, A. D. 1842, which.is here- 
to annexed as a part of this report, and marked “Exhibit No. 1.” The Com- 
mittee proceeded to count and ascertain the amount and description of money 
oe and found the same to correspond with the statement above refer- . 
red to. - : : l 

The Committee, from actual count and examination, ascertained that the 


item in said exhibit, “Bank notes of other Banks, $141,950,” consisted of the 
notes of the following banks, viz:

From an examination of the books, and by’ counting the amount of the 
notes iù possession of the Bank, the Committee found the amount of cirċula- 


krd 


tion actually outstanding to be $273,490, as stated in said exhibit. The Com- . 
mittee carefully examined the expense account of thé Bank, and the vouch- 
ers. for every item charged therein, and found the same to be correctly kept, 
and sustained by satisfactory. receipts. 

The Committee attentively read the journal of all the proceedings of the 
Board of Directors for the last two years, and designated certain portions 
thereof to be copied and sent to the Governor, and this, we are informed, 
has been done by the Cashier. 

The real estate of the Bank, consists of the banking House, and several 
parcels of real estate to the value of $1325 00, purchased-by the Bank to save 
debts due to the institution. In order.to obtain satisfactory information in _ 
relatior. to the management of the Bank, and to expose any abuses or misman- — 
agement that might possibly exist, the Committee propounded to the President — 
of the Bank a-number of specific interrogatories, to all of which full answers 
have been made by, the officers of the Bank. ; 

_ A copy of the interrogatories, with the answers thereto, are hereto annex- 
ed as a part of this report, and marked “Exhibit No. 2.” The committee ex- 
amined and counted the State Bonds on hand in the Bank that had been with- 
drawn from Frederick Huth, & Cô., Nevins, Townsend & Co., Elisha Riggs, 
and Brown, Brothers & Co., and found thesame tocorrespond with the state- 
ments in the answers to the interrogatories on that subject. 

‘The Cashier furnished the Committee with a statement in relation to the 
amounts of liabilities to the Bank, and in relation to the amount of Illinois 
Bank notes, in possession of the Bank at different times, during the yéars 
1840,41 and ’42, which paper is hereto annexed, and marked “Exhibit No. 

” + ` 


The Cashier of the Branch Bank at Palmyra, furnished the Committee with’ 
an exhibit of the condition of that Branch, on the.31st of October, 1842, which 
is hereto annexed, marked “Exhibit No. 4;” and the Cashier at Fayette, fur- 
nished an exhibit of the condition of that Branch on the 14th of November, 
1842, which is hereto annexed, marked “Exhibit No. 5.” The Committee 
counted and ascertained the amount of the money on hand at the branches, 
and found the same to correspond with the statements in the exhibits furnish- 
ed by the respective cashiers. 

They also examined the expense account of the branches, and found the 
same to be- supported by satisfactory vouchers. The Committee read the 
journal of the Board of Directors, at each branch, and designated a very 
small portion thereof to be certified to the Governor. The statements on 
the baoks of the branches, together with the count of the money made by the 
Committee, showed that the actual outstanding circulation of the branches is. 
correctly stated in their respective exhibits. - ; 

The Branch at Palmyra appears to have been managed with extreme cau- 
tion, its outstanding circulation being considerably less than the amount of 
specie on hand. , 

The experience of the Branch at Fayette. proves that that Branch cau safe- 
ly keep out a circulation equal to double the amount of its specie on hand, 
and if so, the Committee know of no reason why the amount of discounts, at 
the Palmyra Branch, might not be somewhat enlarged. From the interrog- 
atories above alluded to, and the answers thereto, it appears that the Bank 
has been subjected to some inconvenience, by the reception of the notes of 
the Bank of Illinois... ‘This measure was adopted for the purpose of enlarg- 
ing and extending the business, and increasing the profits of the Bank, and 
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of extending some relief to the tradé and-commerce of the country; but- tiie? ~ 
and experience have clearly demonstrated that it was an impolitic and un- 
wise measure, both as regards the interests of the Bank and-of the-communi- 
ty. Although it was probably well intended, and did for a time, enable the’ 
Bank to do a larger business, and make greater’ profits than it could other: 
wise have done, still the advantages ‘esulting therefrom were far overbalanced -, 
by the inconvenience and losses that occurred when the notes of those banks: 
ceased to be current in this State. Since June last, the notes of all suspen- 
ded banks have been repudiated and refused by the Bank of this State, and a 
cautious and prudent course is pursued by its officers. we 

The Committee believe that the Bank is now managed in a manner that is 
safe, and calculated to render it safe and useful to the community. _Hereto- 
fore, when there was a general state of bank suspension throughout the United 
States, it was impossible for the Bank to furnish circulation for the ordinary 
transaction of business, but since many unsound banks, have been repudiated, 
and sound banks have generally resumed specie payments, and things have 
returned nearly to a specie basis, there is reason to hope, that “The Bank of 
the State of Missouri,” will soon be able to furnish to this State, a large por- 
tion of its circulating medium. The Committee have reason to belive, that a 
much greater degree of confidence, and a better state of feeling towards the | 
Bank, is now entertained, among the mercantile community, than at any for- 
mer period, and this will be favorabie to the future prosperity and usefulness of 


the institution.

ties on the committee, provided for in the forty-third section of the Bank. 
Charter,” approved January 2, 1841, I have the honor to submit,-as re- 
quired by the second section of said last entitled act, a transcript of —

' Wuereas, The recent suspension of the Pennsylvania and Maryland—

the customers of the Bank, being in specie or specie funds, have toge- 
ther made a corresponding rise in specie, which places it out of the pow- 
er of the Bank to avail herself, as a specie paying Bank, of its own cir- 
culation, to pay the present curtailment in specie ; and, 
-= Wuereas, The Board of Directors can see no reasonable hope of a 
general resumption of specie payments by the Banks in, the south and

In obedience to a resolution of the Board directing the Cashier, to as- 
certain from the Bank Attorney, his written opinion as to the power of 
- the Bank to receive, at the counter, the paper of gnch suspended banks 
as may be deemed proper, without becoming liable for the amount re- 
ceived in specie, provided that there is an express understanding between 
the parties, that payment shall be made, in the kind of paper, and at the 
counter of the b:nk when the demand is made. I have had the subject 
under consideration, and submit the folowing reply: 
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In the investigation of this question, two points arise: First—Is there 
any thing in the Charter that restrains the bank from dealing in funds of © 
suspended banks? And, secondly——What would be the effect of a spe- 
cial contract to receive and pay out such funds? Both of which I shall 
examine in their order. l 

The first section of the bank charter which has any direct bearing upon 
this subject, is the thirty-fifth. That section provides, in effect, “that the bank 
shall not, at any time, suspend payment of ary of its notes, bills or obliga- 
tions, nor of any money received on deposite in said bank, when demanded 
by the holder, or depositor, at the place where the same’ is-made payable, or 
when deposited in gold and silver,” and to which refusal it attaches a penal- 
ty of 20 per cent. per annum. It may be well to remark here, that the por- 
tion of this section, which commands the bank to pay her notes,- bills, or ob- — 
ligations, says nothing of specie, nor of gold and silver, nor does it specify 
the funds to be paid; and when it is viewed in contrast with the fifty-fifth ~ 
section, its wording and the difference in penalties, we are forced to the con- 
clusion, that it means something different from a suspension of specie pay- 
ments. By-the fifty-fifth section, to suspend specie payments, is destructive 
tothe charter. Ry the thirty-fifth section to suspend or refuse payment of 
any of its notes, bills or obligations, é&c., it incurs the penality of 20 per cent. 
per.annum, and incurs a like penalty for refusing to deposites, when made in 


‘gold and silver. I give that branch of this section this reading, because, to 


suppose the word “or,” between payable and when, in the fifth line, to have 
any specific meaning, makes nonsense of that part of the section. It crept 
in by mistake, in the multiplicity of amendments, I have no doubt, and can 
give no meaning to destroy the construction above given. Then, the read- 
ing I give to that section, is simply this: That the bank shall not refuse or sus- 
pend paynient cf any of its notes, bills or obligations, nor of deposites, at the 
place where payable, when deposited in gold and silver, under the 20 per 
cent. penalty. It will be recollected, that this provision was made in view 
of the bank being, and continuing, a specie paying bank, and the Legislature 
seems to have contemplated, only compelling the bank to payment of depos- 
ites in specie, when they were made in like money. The almost universal 
bank suspension, that has afflicted this country for nearly the last four years, 
was not probably anticipated, but we may readily conceive, that they did 
not intend to:make this bank a reservoir, into which they could pour the pa- 
per of even specie paying banks over the Union, and draw out the precious 
metals, Hence the provision to entitle the depositor to specie, he must de= 


‘posite specie. By the fifty-fifth section it (is) provided, that whenever the 


bank shall stop specie payments, she shall determine, gc. The meaning of 
this section, I deem very clear, as applying exclusively to.herown notes.’ 
From all which, I conclude, that receiving deposites of suspended banks, and 
paying out in kind, is no cause of forfeiture or penalty under the charter. 
The next question is, would the bank, by receiving such deposites, be liable 
to be made to pay them in specie? This question brings up the question of 
the special contract. Contracts in this, as in every other case, are to be con- 
strued strictly, and a geposite made, or collections executed by the bank, in 
certain funds under an express agreement, that the depositor or creditor was 
to receive it in kind, would be binding upon him, and he could not, either on 
general principles, or by the thirty-fifth section of the charter, demand gold 
or silver, where he had not deposited it. I therefore, conclude, that to re- 
ceive and pay out notes of non-specie paying banks, neither forfeits the char-

ter, nor incurs any penalty. under it, and that the legal liability of the bank to 
persoris with whom she deals, would be regulated strictly by the terms and 
stipulations.of the special contract. - -> Ote "e 
All of which is respectfully submitted by yours,  . -> :

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMON SCHOOLS, 
City of Jefferson, November 30, 1842. 


To the General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


‘In compliance with law, I have the honor herewith to transmit the Second 
Report of the Superintendent of Common Schools :-~ 
. frente that I have not the satisfaction of reporting to the Legislature the 
fact, that our system of Common Schools has been adopted generally through- 
out the State. The citizens of some counties have organised schools under 
the provisions of our law, and availed themselves of the advantages which it 
offers. But with many others, a lamentable indifference, and, in some m- 
stances, a decided repugnance to the system have been manifested, and 
have had the tendency, I fear, to retard so far as the influence extended, the 
progress of general instruction.. Strenuous efforts have been used to weak- 
en this opposition, and to urge upon the community the adoption of a sys- 
tem that is uniform in its operation and impartial in its benefits. Objections 
have been met, arguments‘ have been used, and inducements held out, to pro- 
duce a general acquiescence in our present plan of Education, and to some 
extent I believe that they have been successful. l am happy in believing, 
that an organization under the new law, and an abandonment of the former 
practice, are gradually taking place throughout the State, and that the direc- 
tors of public instruction‘are gradually availing themselves of the provisions. 
and benefits of a system, that is, when rightly investigated, intelligible with- 
out difficulty, and when rightly administered,-harmonious ia all its opera- 
tidns.. l 

Many objections have been made to the law, but the most frequent are, 
its length, the number of officers which it requires, and the complicated de- 
tail of duty which it imposes. In some instances, these objections are urged 
by the friends of Education, not from ang individual repugnance to the sys- 
-tem, but from conceptions they have formed of its unfitness to the character . 
of our population. But more frequently the objections are made by those, 
who, having never read the law with the proper degree of attention, or hav- 
ing to discharge,’ under it, duties which ate nearly gratuitous, are ill calcn- 
lated to express a favorable opinion of its merits. © 
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The objectors of the first class, acknowledge the benefits ‘of the-statute, 
and deeply regret that such a state of things exists among us, as will lead to 
the abandonment of the system. They say that, from the sparsity of our 
popniation, and the freshness of our country, our citizens are ill suited to a 
plan of Education that requires great attention and multifarious duties, and 
that the migratory and unsettled propensities of our people, will never per- 
mit a full adoption of, scarcely a fair trial, to a system that flourishes best in 
m inhabited regions, and among a permanent and sedentary popula- 

ion. ; 

These objections, which I regret to say, are frequently entertained, will, I 
believe, find a ready and effectual answer in the law by which they are oc- 
casioned. ; ~ Eee 

The plan of general Education adopted by this State, seems to have been 
created, as far as practicable, with a special reference to the interests and © 
population of anew country. The systems in use in other States were 
carefully investigated, and such of their provisions as were thought unsuit- 
able or unnecessary, were scrupulously excluded. Salutary and wise enact- 
ments were made for the protection of the funds, with which our Common 
Schools were so liberally endowed, and the law was made as compendious, 
as was permitted bys the multiplied interests which it regulated. At the . 
time of its passage an unexainpled stream of emigration was pouring into our 
State, and immense tracts of hitherto ‘unoccupied territory were settled by a 
population that promised to be permanent. As they contributed to expand 
the resources and increase the wealth of the State, on the principle of a re- 
ciprocity of cbligation, existing between government and its citizens, it be- 
came the duty of the State, not only to protect them in their rights, but also 
to contribute, as far as:possible. to promote their interests. It was fair to 
presume, and that presumption has been sustained by the fact, that a vast ac- 
cession to our numbers would be produced annually, from this cause, and, 
that the population of our State would become, in a few years, as dense as 
that of many of the older States of the Union. This immense increase de- 
manded, at the hands of the Legislature, new duties, and additional responsi- 
bilities, the chief of which was the enactment of the best method of instruct- 
ing its citizens. The sparsity of population and the freshness of the country, 
formed no obstacle to the adoption of the best plan of Education received, be- 
cause, from the nature of things, these obstacles could not long exist. Our 
population was rapidly increasing, and our solitudes were daily yielding to 
the inroads of the mechanic and the husbandman. In this state of things, 
was it wise only to provide for the wants of a year? Was it expedient to 
adopt a system of education that would require, at each session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, additional legislation, proportioned to the increasing nambers 
and expanding resources of the country? The plain principles of common 
sense teach us that the wiser plan was to provide, in advance, for the growing 
wants of a community—that, of all other causes, that of Education should 
never be behind-the improvement of the age; and that a system that has found 
such favor with other States, as virtually to exclude all competition, should 
not be rejected here, but from the soundest and most compulsory reasons.— 
There can be no question of the wisdom of that policy which induces a State 
to adopt a method of common education, intricate though it be, that has been 
generally received as the best regulated; that has been productive of benefit 
wherever it has been tried, and that will, probably, remain permanent and 
uniform, in preference to a system that requires annual amendments; that is 


liable to-partial:atid unequal legislation, and that would, from its very simpli- 
city arid want’‘of detail, be productive of endless embarrassment and: confu- 
sion, =~ f i f ; s i 

. If there-be any force in the objection, that the migratory habits of our 
people will not permit a general acquiescence in such a system of Education 
as that which our State has adopted, it cannot long be maintained.. Indepen- 
dent of the consideration, that there is annually settling among us a class of 
inhabitants that will be permanent;and have made their homes forever among 
us, such of our citizens as desire to emigrate, will feel themselves detained 
by the conviction that there is a point at which emigration westwardly must 
cease; that behind us there are vast solitudes totally unfit for human habita- 
tion; and that, if their enterprise will lead them to the shores of the Pacific, 
they: must brave the terrors of indian cruelty, and reside in a land too remote 
for the immediate protection of their Government. These causes will tend 
very much, if not entirely, to check the emigrating propensities of our citi- 
zelis, will induce domestic attachment, and lead to the permanent residence 
among us of great numbers of oun present population. Besides this, frequent 
changes of obode cannot destroy the conviction, that forces itself upon every 
one, of the immense: importance that attaches itself to Education, and there 
isno reason why we should believe, that he who forsakes his former residence 
can dwell in any portion of this State, in which the animating influences of 
general instruction cannot be beneficially felt. There surely cannot be much 
force in this objection. ~~ 

The details and apparent complexity of our School system, have caused 
nearly all the opposition which it has encountered in the State. Much of this 
feeling, however, subsides, even with its bitterest opponents, when due con- 
sideration is paid to the many interests it involves, the many funds that it pro- 
tects, and the impossibility of devising any code of public instruction with- 
out a resort to minute detail. In order to produce harmony among the va- 
rious officers, unanimity of action under the law, and accuracy in the requi- 
site reports, it is necessary that the various duties of those engaged should not 
only be clearly, but minutely defined. A system, in detail, becomes impor- 
tant to secure these ends; and, when it is new and uatried, and its officers 
generally unacquainted with the duties which they are required to discharge, 
particularity, and an attention to minutia, become matters of essential mo- 
ment. 
In establishing such a system, it is wisely provided that little or nothing is 

eft to the discretion of its officers. Every duty is specified, and every requi- 
sition prescribed so clearly, that no doubt can exist as to thé method of their: 
execution: and every departure from the law produces confusion and embar- 
rassment as long as it is continued. No regularity nor method can be pre- 
sumed to exist under a code consisting of a few general principles, accompa- 
nied by no explanation, and left to be carried into execution at the will and 
' caprice ofits functionaries. Different constructions of the same principle 
will exist, various methods of producing the same end, will be used, and in- 
stead of the concordant and harmonious action that marks a well regulated 
system, there will result a confusion, that will increase with the extended 
theatre of action. Such would be the effect of a legislation, that, without 
clearly and fully defining its varied requisitions. would attempt to establish a 
code of universal Education. They would strip the law of its particularity, 
would leave it a bare skéleton, and would take fromit the nerves, andthe mus- 
cles, and the blood, that form its strength and constitute its beauty. I‘can- 


ea 
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not recommend to the General Assembly ‘a repeal of any portion. of the law, 
on this account. I am decidedly of opinion, that, in this particular, the law 
should remain as it is, and that no effort should be made to simplify datails, 
that are intelligible with so little difficulty. I feel confident, that, upon a due — 


consideration of the subject, the objections to our system, on this score, will 
cease as soon as it is fully and fairly tried. oe

ENCOURAGEMENT OF TEACHERS. _ 


One of the greatest obstacles to the advancement of our system of Common 
Schools, is the want of competent Teachers. There.are many causes that 
produce this serious evil. The compensation which the teacher contracts to 
receive, is not only too small, generally, but its collection is frequently made 
dependent upon the promptitude exhibited by the debtors of the School Fund, 
in paying the interest which is annually due. In very many of the coun- 
ties, the interest on this fant is paid very irregularly, and in some counties — 
it is scarcely paid at all. Very little certainty exists in relation to any pays 
ment to teachers from the State,for reasons which will be mentioned hereafter, 
and their chief sources of dependence—the voluntary subscriptions of the pa- 
trons of the school, and the interest of the School Fund—frequently become 
equally as precarious. With this uncertainty in prospect, thé teacher enters 
upon the discharge of his duties. His labors are chilled by the apprehension, 
they will not-be rewarded, or that payment will be postponed, perhaps for 
years, and he frequently turns in disgust from his employment, to the cotem- 
- poraneous study ofA profession, or fursakes it entirely for some pursuit, 
‘which, if not moré liberal in its promises, is more certa’n—in their per- 
formance. Can qualified teachers be obtained for our Common Schools upon 
such terms? Oy, when their services are obtained, can they be continued, 
while such a state of things exists? Such men, whose presence in a commu- 
nity should be regarded as a public blessing, are thus compelled to abandon 
their profession, and their places are probably filled by those who know as 
little about the principles of teaching as they know of the rudiments of scj- 
ence. | 
These causes ead, to some deplorable results. Not only is Education ne- 
elected and retdrded, but the condition of the teacher is debased and degraded. 
The commimfity soon learn to look upon teachers as a necessary but unwor- 
thy class of hirelings, because of the forced employment of undeserving mem- 
bers. They first drive competent and faithful men from the profession, and 
then clamor loudly about the insufficiency-of teachers, amd the great dispro- 
portion that exists between the amount that they claim and the knowledge 
that they communicate. i 
It has been the policy of those Governments which have given to the cause 
of Education its warmest patronage, to encourage, as far as possible, the in- 
stitution and instruction of teachers. Monitorial and Normal Schools have 
been established and maintained, solely with the view of preparing one por- 
tion of the community for the duties, and occupations of instructors. _ In 
Holland and Prussia, where plans of general Education have been matured, . 
more than in any other countries, schools for this purpose are regarded‘as of 
very great importance in sustaining and developing the system. The most 
‘prominent and distinguished among. the scholars. are selected to constitute a 
class of teachers, and they are instructed by competent masters, with a view 
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to their ulterior occupation, and are stimulated to excellence by the patron- 
age, rewards and promotion of the Government, and: by the high favor in 
which they are regarded in the community. Under such a method of in- 
struction, and with: such: competent directors, the advance of Education 
is certain and rapid. The germ that is thus planted, by this method of cul- 
ture, expands. into full maturity and beauty, and dispenses its munificent 
fruits'universally throughout a people that has had the wisdom to appreciate 
its value.. ; S 

-In our own country the case is different. The schoolmaster, whose posi- 
tion in society should be elevated by genera] consent; whose efforts should be 
aided, to the {fullest possible degree, by fireside co-operation; whose authority 
should be maintained against interference, unless upon the most urgent rea- 
sons, and whose labors should never be interrupted by the anticipation of 
disappointment ia the receipt of his compensation, is here, I regret to learn, 
very frequently regarded as merely an official menial, whose labors, in the 
school-room, are rarely noticed, and still more rarely inspected, whose tenets 
of discipline are oftentimes denounced, and whose pay is frequently made de- 
pendent upon great uncertainty, and subject to serious losses. 

Under such circumstances, it can scarcely be expected that those teachers 
who. were willing to devote themselves to the cause of Education, will con- 
sent long to maintain this station in society. If they have emigrated to our 
territory, with the hope of finding that the swelling resources of our State 
have equally enlarged the cause of Education, and the consequent prospects 
of the teacher—that a support equally liberal is readily yielded to this profes- 
sion, as to all others, and that capacities and skill, which have been acquired 
and improved by years of careful labor, are appreciated and rewarded, at 
least as fully as in the land which they have left, they will, I fear, in most 
cases, meet with a.cruel disappointment. They will find the avenues to rep- 
utation and to wealth leading in every direction, than towards the school- 
house, and will readily turn towards some other proféssion, with the confi- 

ent assurance that none other will thus close its portals against them. 

The question. then arises—What.is the remedy for such a state of things? 

How can the character of the teacher be elevated,.and-the greatest possible 
benefit result from. his labors ? 
-. So far as this eyi] can be remedied by a change of opinion: in the commu- 
nity ;. and a great deal depends upon that ;—this correction is beyond’ legis- 
lative control. Time, the obvious advantages of education, the growing 
prosperity of our‘land, and the increasing numbers and intelligence of our 
people,.are some of the. most active agents in effecting a change in. popular 
sentiment on this subject. These causes,. will, I have ne-deoubt,in a few years 
produce a wonderful alteration in the condition of our educational affairs.. 
The favor of the public,.from the nature of things, will. be. enlisted in behalf 
ofi this cause, and. it must be progressive ;. for how true soever it may be in 
other matters, revolutions in education. seldom go backwards. The schoo 
master will bẹ in fashion among, usand when he is once:safely entrenched 
in his defences, it will. te impossible to. dislodge him. 

-But the aid of the public resources, can, I think, be used’ to speed’ this great 
fmprovement. The Legislature has ever been. disposed. to forward and en- 
courage the cause of popular education, and we have in our present system: 
an evidence, that so. nck of our Constitutionis not a dead letter;, which: re~ 

uires that “schools and. the: means of education.shalk forever be encouraged: 

this State.” The: proceeds. of the magnificient State School Fund have 
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“been appropriated to this great end, and the friends of education encouraged. 
to adopt a system that.will entitle*them to a portion of this income. The 
interest of teachers has been, promoted by the promptitude with which: the 
proceeds of the Township Shool Fund- can be collected, and by the priority 
which is allowed to school debts over all others. Equally well protected has 
been the community by the checks which are imposed on the school officers 
in the examination of teachers. = 

How expressive soever these enactments are, of the favorable regard en- 
tertained of the cause of the Common Schools by the Legislature, still, in 
my opinion, something may yet be done to render more effective the code 
which we have adopted. It is vain to talk about a plan of public education. 
without competent teachers, and it is equally vain to attempt to carry such a 
system into execution, without proper provisions being made for their com- 
pensation. This class of officers constitutes the life-blood of every system 
of public instruction.’ The great machine of Universal Education-cahnot 
be kept in motion without them, and it becomes a matter of essential moment . 
that their influences be kept alive. The compensation of qualified teachers, 
should not only be increased, but its payment should be rendered certian. 

At the time of the passage of the law, it was presumed that all the coun- 
ties of the State would avail themselves of the benefits-of the system; and 
upon an estimate made of the probable number. of children, and the amount 
of dividends accruing upon the State School Fund, the sum of sixty-cents 
for each child reported to the superintendent, was allowed to be apportion- 
ec. If, as was expected, the system had been universally adopted, this esti 
mate would have been reasonable; but, as the plan has-been imperfectly 
tried, and only a few of the counties have organised schools according to the 
statute, a very large surplus of the of the State School moneys after an ap- 
portionment to each child,of the maximum amount, was left to be investedlin 
such public stocks as the commissioners of the fund should select. The - 
amount of dividends declared on the State School Fund by the Bank on 
the first day of January last, was $19,531 15, being three and one half per 
cent. on the capital of the fund, which then amounted to $558,032 91. Of 
this amount of dividends, the sum of $1,999 60 only was apportioned, and the 
residue, $17,531 54, was invested by the commissioners of the State School 
Fund, in the stock of the Bank of the State of Missouri. This immense 
disproportion between the amounts apportioned and that invested should not 
exist. I would respectfully suggest to the at Assembly the propriety 
of enlarging-this maximum allowance to each child, and increase it so as to 
afford to those schools, now organised and in operation, an additional incen- 
tive to their exertion, and as a reward for their public spirit. 

The sum of sixty cents for each child, when divided and parcelled out 
among the schools that are organised in a township, is so small in amount as 
to create very little interest in its receipt. The highest amount given to any 
township, at the last apportionment was $134 40, and this township con- 
sisted of four districts, making An average amount of $33 60, allowed to 
each school. The highest amount allowed to any one school district was 
$49 20. | : ) l 

lf the maximum allowance, now recognised by law, should be enlarged, 
the consequence would be an increased organization, under our code, from 
the inducements thus held out by this State. It could never have been the inten- 
tion of the Legislature, that .the proceeds of the State School Fund should 


ever be applied, except in payment of the expenses and‘charges of our Gom- 
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when he has discharged his duty he will receive his pay, and that nothing 
but his own misconduct can render it doubtful, will stimulate the teacher, 
_ and sustain him through the varied and self-denying stages of his profes- 
sion. tie willlabor with a cheerful assiduity to merit the favor of his 
patrons, and he will be the better prepared to train the infant minds com- 
mitted to his charge, in the ways of morality, when he is not forced to 
draw a bitter comparison between the lessons which he teaches and thé 
treatment which he receives. | 

If it is possible, the management of the State School moneys, should 
be so effected as to produce this result. It is true, that a great deal of. 
uncertainty exists in the declaration of dividends by tlie Bank, whence 
these moneys come. ‘This very seriously affects the aid which the State 
lias intended to render to the cause of general Education, by the total 
want of all calculation upon the profitable operations of the Bank. Such 
has been the uncertainty of profits arising from the State School Fund, 
that assistance from the State seldom enters into the esiimate of the wa- 
ges given to teachers. If, by chance, any dividend should Le declared, 
the apportionment is very cheerfully recived, more as a matter of good 
fortune than of any previous expectation. - 

To remedy this evil, and to enable the Common Schools of the State 
to receive with certainty that portion of the è tate School money to which 
they may be entitled, I would respectfully suggest, that the commission- 
ers of that fund be vested with authority to retain in the Treasury, with- 
out investment, the dividends declared by the Bank, or such portion 
thereof as to them may seem advisable. In this way, a permanent fund 
for annual distribution will be provided, and there will arise a feeling of 
confidence in the resources of the State, exceedingly beneficial in its con- 
sequences. a «2 

If, after an apportionment declared by the Superintendent, the residue 
be thus retained in the Treasury, to be distributed by him upon the re- 
cept of the next annual reports, the benefits of the fund will be felt more 
sensibly than if, the principal be increased, and the distribution of the 
profits be made to depend upon contingencies. In addition to ‘this eon- 
sideration, I believe that the income of the School Fund, even at a mod- 
erate rate of profits, -and with the increased ratio asked for each child, 
‘will exceed, for a number of years, the amount required to be appor-_ 
tioned by our law. What necessity then exists for this annual addition. 
to the principal, or where is the wisdom of the policy that takes from the 
community a sum, to the annual expenditure of which they have a just 
right, and merges it in a mass, where its usefulness is greatly retarded ? 

If it should happen, under this change in the law, that the income of 
this fund should become much larger than the wants of the community 
should require, then the commissioners may be directed to invest the sur- 
plus in such stock, as may seem to them most productive of good to the 
principal. By this proposed alteration, a constant supply is created for 
the demands arising to the organised townships for the payment of tea- 
chers, and the principal is made to suffer little or no diminution. 

Ihave been thus minute in relation to this proposed change in the law 
relative to the State School Fund, in the hope that the Legislature may 
be.induced to regard it-in the same light in which it appears to me. 

- I ean suggest but little concerning the Zownship School Fund, that 
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gan promote its utility, or add-to the defences thrown around it by law. 
If, however, it be made the duty of the County Treasurer to report an- 
nually, on the first of January, to the county court, the amount of inter- 
est-unpaid, and the name of each delinquent oblig--r, and thereupon it be 
.made the duty of the county court to cause to be immediately enfurced. 
in the districts where schools are organised, the remedies for its collec- 
tion prescribed by the statute, a greater certainty in the receipts of the 
pay of teachers, and a firmer reliance upon the resources of the fund, - 

- would be the consequence. The permissive power, in relation to this 
matter, now vested in the county court, might properly be changed into 
one of a more obligatory character.

TOWNSHIP SCHOOL FUND. 


.— With a view to obtain such information as would ena¥le me to present 
to the Legislature the best plan for the preservation and management of 
the Township School Fund, I solicited from certain county officers and 
others, their views on this behalf. To this request, a very cheerful re- 
sponse has in some instances been made, and plans submitted on the 
points desired. | 

One project submitted for the better management of the Township 
School Fund, is a revival of the old system of appointing a commissioner 
in each county, whose duty it shall be to take charge of this fund, collect 
and disburse its income, and superintend the institution of suits to re- 
cover principal.and interest in arrear. .I do not see the necessity for 
this change in the county officers to whose charge has been committed the 
management of the Township School money. 

The appointment of any new functionary, under our School law, be- 
sides the objection already existing on account of the multiplicity-of its 
officers, would subject the county to the additional expense of a salar 
or diminish to that extent the resources of the School Fund. This latter 
contingency should, however, never be allowed. The School Fund should 
be maintained in its integrity, and its management and control so effected, 
that if no accession be made to its amount, it should at least suffer no # 
diminution. The county officers, whose services are otherwise indis- f’ 
pensable to the county, are now required ‘to discharge the duties, which, 
under the proposed change, would devolve upon this new functionary; 
There can surely be no necessity for changing a system by which equ 
competency can be obtained at a diminished expenditure. ` 

A second proposition is, a withdrawal of the Township School Fun 
from the custody and contr :l of the county court, and its transfer to the 
officers of the township to which it respectfully belongs. 

It is contended in favor of this proposed change in our law, that the fund - 

is safer when in the hands of those chiefly interested in its management, and 
that ils income can be more readily collected, when under the immediate 
control of those who are benefitted by its prompt payment. The design of 
all legislation on the subject of the Township School Found, has been to. effect 
the ends which are thus thought to be best secured. Thequestion then arises

Under our statutes, the county. courts are entrustediwita the management ; 
of this:fund. They: order its i vestmentin. loans, and decide upon the solven-s 
cy of the securities required by law. . They exereisea superintending control 
over the county treasury and county clerk, who.are made to act'as checks, 
the one upon the other. They constittte aboard of control for the.manage-; 
ment of the fund, and nothing is done without their sanction of. direction.. 
The jurisdiction which they exercise, is as complete as the natureof that tri- 
bunal allows, and as guarded as the safety of the fund demands.. 

These advantages cannot be secured more effectually. by a change in the 
system. The law has provided for the speedy collection of the interest and 
principal of the Sshool Fund, and the method pointed out is so pluin that no 
mistake can reasonably occur in its application. Tis collection cannot be 
facilitated by the fuad being entrusted to other hands, and there are no ‘du- 
ties which would be required of the Township officers, which cannot be as 
consistently and as fully performed by the county court or its officers. In 
addition, such functions as would be imposed on the ollicers of, the ‘l’ownship, 
by a change in the law, woul. be, to the greater part of them, new and diths , 
cult. They woul l be required to understand the nature of liens on real es- | 
tate, which may be mortgagéd to them, the character of our legal obligations, ’ 
and the construction statutory of provisions which are made to guard the 
community from fraud and imposition. This knowledge, which is not of 
frequent acquisition, except among jurists, or those engaged in attendance. 
upon courts, cannot be expected to exist, to as great an extent, among those _ 
to whom, under the proposed change would be entrusted the management of ; 

~ the School Fund. The very nature of the county court, the constant em- ° 
ployment of jts oficers in matters that induce this required knowledge, the 
convenience their access to the records of the county, their previous acquain- 
tance with the duties which our School Jaw imposes, and the increased at- 
tention and experience which the care of the moneyed concerns of ai] the town- 
ships in the county combined, is calculated to produce, are some of the rea- 
sons that with me, induce the belief that the plan proposed, is, in comparison 
with that at present in force, impolitic and insulicient. ; 

There isan additional reason for this belief. ‘The Township officers would 
have a right to expect a compensùtion for their services, equal to the risk 
and difficulty of their employment. This would be drawn trom one of two 
sources: either the county treasury or the School Fund. If taken trom the 
first it would increase the burden of taxation proportionably without produc- 
ing a corresponding benefit, and if taken from the latter, it would to the 

. same extent, decrease the usefulness of that fund. Itis no argument to-say 
that the amount now allowed to the county officers would be sufficient for ` 
this purpose, for this would be worthless, if parcelled out to the township 
officers in proportion to their respective school corporations, and what in 

_ the aggregate, especially when coupled with other duties and perquisites, con- - 
stitutes a salary that will command the services of experienced and practical ; 
men, can scarcely be expected to have the same good effect. when divided 
among the many ailicers which this change of the system would produce. 

-. A third proposition is to ‘collect as speedily as possibie, in all the counties. 
the entire amount now due to the.school fund and lend it to the. Bank of the. 
State of Missouri, upon the condition of the annual payment of seven pet; 
centum per annum upon the whole, whichinterest divided.among the several 
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‘eounties, according to the share of each‘in the original amount, will consti- 


‘tute a fund fur the annual support‘of Common Schools.

Apart from the utter impracticability of collecting within a reasonble time, 
such an immense amount as now constitutes the Township School Fund, and 
the immense inconvenience and distress that would be the result, there is no 
assurance that the Bank would receive the loan, with such a condition an- 
nexed, and, in the eventof such acceptance, there is no certainty that the con- 
dition would be complied with. ‘The same uncertainty that prevails in re- 
gard to the dividends of the State School Fund might arise in relation 
‘to this loan. From experience, we are justified in presuming that the 
cause of Education might suffe: as much from the delay of the Bank, in the 
deciaration of dividends on this investment, as from the failure of the debtor” - 
to pay the interest due on his note. An additional reason, why this plan, in 
my opinion, is injudicious, is that the remedy, on the non-payment of princi- 
pal or interest, must necessarily be more tedious, and far more uncertain 
against the Bank, than against a private debtor and his securities. 

These propositions have been noticed the more fully, because they related 
to the management of the most important fund belonging to our schools, and 
because the advocates of each seeméd to entertain a settled conviction of its 
practicability and usefulness. ‘hey are presented to the General Assembly, 
because they were asked for that purpose, and they are now respectfully sub- 
mitted to your consideration, because they embrace the settled opinions of 
many. of the friends of Education, whose interest in the cause entitles their 
views,to notice and respect. My own opinion ia this matter has under- 
gone no change. I cannot but consider that the safety of our various School 
funds cannot be better regulated than by the provisions of our present law, 
and that its management and control cannot be entrusted to better deposita- 
ries than those whom the law has made its present guardians. ` 

The General Assembly is respectfully referred to the appendix to this report 
for a detailed stetement of the action of the Superintendent since the last ad- 
journment of the Legislature. l 

ln presenting this communication to the General Assembly, I cannot too 
earnestly advise the continuance of the present code. Undera fair experi- 
ment, a fel years will decide whether or not it is suited to the genius of our 
people. In my opinion it cannot fail to produce the end desired, and must 
lead, as it has led, in other States, to the educatiun of every family where its 
influence is encouraged. It has been made as simple as possible, in reference 
to public feeling. lt cannot be expected that such a system, so general in its 
character, and embracing so many varied interests, could arrive at maturity 
immediately upon ts adoption Thenovelty of the duties which it imposes,must 
gradually wear away, and the benefits which it dispenses and which increase 
With its p.ogress, must gradually recommend the system to the admiration of 
our people. When the difficulties which it now presents are overcome, it will 
then be time enough to introduce such improvements, as the nature ofits or- 
ganization and the increasing pepulation of our State wil obviously require. 
lt will then be time enough to institute a more rigid and extensive system of 
Inspection; to impose updu each community an obligation to support a school 
in its midst; to legislate upon the proper construction of school houses, and to 
frovide'for the establishment of school libraties.that shall scatter intelligence 
ihroughvut the’entire length and breaoth of this land, = - | 0s

the interests that demand the fostering Care of the Legislature, the case’ o ¢ 
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general Education stands chiefly prominent. It is absurd to say that public 
instruction is not a matter of State policy, and that its development and care 
should be left to private munificence and individual enteprise. Prosperity 
and happiness so much depend upon it, the harmony of society is so closely 
allied to it, the development of our resources, the just appreciation of our 
rights and our liberties, and the progres<ive elevation of oar national char- 
acter, are so intimately connected with it, that it necessarily becomes a great 
State question. i 

There are some matters that vitally concern our national welfare, that re- 
quire little or no protection from the State. They flourish most when re- 
mote from statutory interference, and will advance witn the swelling resour- 
ces of our country. They expand into maturity sooner under the incidental 
protection of laws that secure to the citizen the enjoyment of his person, his 
property and his reputation. But the cause ofgeneral Education dues demand 
the protecting and encouraging influences of legislative favor. lt requires 
that laws be passed that will elevate the character of the teicher—that will 
not only increase-his compensation, but will render that compensation cer- 
tain —that wi'l diffuse to the fullest extent, the benefits incidental to the liber- + 
al endowments of our schools—that will aid from the pubie funds, as-far-as — 
possible, the deficiences that may arise to the cause, from the inadequacy of 
private resourees—that will enforce a strict compliance of duties from officers 
charged with their execution, and by an offer of present and prospective in- 
ducements dissipate, as faras practicable, the lamentable apathy that has 
seized upon our citizens. ‘lo secure these results to the cause of Education 
is the duty of the patriotand philadthropist. Ir, for years, it has been deemed 
of the last importance to create such advantages in all enlightened countries, 
there is every reason why we should exert our utmost eJorts to induce their 
production in our State. By the returns of the last census, itis seen that 
Missouri is increasing in wealth and population as rapidly as any portion of 
the Union, and the revolution of a few years will place it in an attitude of 
commanding importance among the States of the Confederacy. ` 

In view of this vast accession of power, it is absolutely necessary that we 
should now prepare to enjoy it, and that we should fit ourselves for the prop- 
er discharge of the immense responsibilities that we shall soon incur. To quali- 
fy our citizens to fulfil the obligations that they owe to the Government that 
protects them, it is essentia:ly important that they should be educated. Our 
- Interests are never sa'e, until the mass of the people understand the meas- 
ures that control them. Their welfare will be forever in peri from the dem- 
agogue and the factious, unti) general education will expose the hollow pro- 
fessions of the one, and the shallow patriotism of the other. Ifthe minds of 
our people are left neglected-and uninstructed, the passions and their sym pa- 
thies will be trained by crafty and ambitious men, and we shall soon learn to 
feel, to our sorrow, that “there is nothing so dangerous, m an uulettered com- 
munity, as Educated Vice.” 7 j E 

Ourcountryat this present timeis alarmingly full ofevils. Crime is'dreadfully 
prevalent and the records of our criminal courts teem with the sickening evi- 
dence of the immoral flood that pours through our land. The utmost severi- 
ty of our code is frequently but vainly called to check the swelling numbers 
of delinquents, and our penitentiaries are the constant recipients of felons 
who have outraged the sanctity of our law and the rights of our citizens. 

To what cause so ever this state of things may be traced, it is the duty of 
the proper authorities to guard against its increase, and to protect society 
from its evils. Itis unnecessary to pass laws of a highly penal character

against crime, unless some moral inflnence is: brought to aid in the restora- 
tion of the scattered elements of publiz and private morality, Punishment 
lone will‘not answers a corrective. Fhe extreme severity of penal laws will 
always defeat their execution, and thë Legishgure will find, thatin order to ex- 
tinguish crime. it is essential to do something more than to declare a high penal 
ty for its commission. ‘Even if sach laws act as a pattial check, the pent up 
elements of vice will break through some other vent. Constant penal legis- 
lation, increasing in degree, will be neces-ary to repair the breaches effected 


in the defences of society, until the total disregard of alllaw will subvert gov-, 


ernment and scatter terror and desolation over the land. Itis necessary that 
some moral agent be used to restrain saciety within the limits of virtue and 
morality, and to give a healthy animation to the influences of public senti- 
ment. 1 know no moral power so potent.in effecting these results as the 


cause of GENERAL EDUCATION Pulic intelligence and public virtue must ` 


ever go together. ‘They are and ever have been one an l inseparable. They 
cannot exist independent and apart, and when one fails, it is accompanied by 
an.incurable.decay in the other. l - 

Jn the immense resources of our public funds, the Legislature will find the 
most efficient instrument of public good. When their priceless benefits are 
generaily diffused —when. the object of their creation, the universal education 
of our citizens, is accomplished, the beneficial result will be felt in the stimu-e. 
lus which is given to private and public virtue—in the elevation of the causé 
of general instruction, and the deep and increasing respect for the teachers 
that sustain it—in the industry that it prometes, and the healthy enterprise 
that it fosters—but above all, when the country is purged of its crime, when 
its immorality is discountenanced, and its unholy propensities are checked, 
our lawgivers, will have aided in proving to the world that “Education is the 


best police of a Guverument.” ,

The above apportionment was made on the ratio of sixty cents to each 
child above the age of six and under the age of eighteen years, in the district 
in which an organised school was taught by a qualified teacher. The proper 
county officers were notified of this action of the Superintendent, and the 
amount apportioned to each county has been drawn by the county treasur- 
ers. A greater number of reports were reccived than appear in the above 
statement; but as they did not contain the particulars required by law, it is 
thought unnecessary to report them in detail to the General Assembly. — 

With the intention of presenting to the Legislature as much information 
as was attainable, in reference to the resources of our Common Schools, I 
solicited from the clerks of our county courts a statement of the amount of 
the township-school funds, and of the unsold lands in each county. I have 
deferred making ã report of this matter to the General Assembly, until the 
returns, which l} am still receiving, will be all made. At the close of the 
- year, [ shall have, without doubt, received a number of such communications. 
sufficient to justify a special report to the Legislature. In order, however, to 
exhibit the nature of the information that I desired, I have appended to this 
statement a copy of the letter addressed to the clerks on this subject.

PENITENTIARY REPORT. 


The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit to the General As- 
sembly the following report: 

Since the Ist day of October, 1849, the sum of eleven thousand four bun- - 
dred and twenty-three doilars and thirty-one cents, has been paid by the State 
to Messrs. Gordon & Burch, Lessees of the Penitentiary, for permanent im- 
provements made by them under the act for leasing the Penitentiary. All the 
accounts and vouchers re‘ating to the different settlements made with Messrs. 
Gordon & Burch, are on file in the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts. 

The Inspectors, in their last biennial report, referred to the General As- 
sembly for adjustment certain accounts of Messrs. Gordon & Barch, for 
work done and materials furnished in the construction of the new block of 
cells, the extension of the prison wails beyond sixty feet, and a smoke house 
built within the walls These accounts were referred to the joint cominittee on > 
the Penitentiary, and by that committee werereported back to the Senate with 
a resolution Which was adopted, referring the accounts to the Tuspesiors for 
examination and adjustment. - In the settlement of these accounts, the charges 
made for the extension of the prison walls beyond sixty feet, and for the 
building the smoke house, were rejected by the Inspectors, as the work was 
done without their direction. , l ? 

The Inspectors did not deem themselves authorised by the terms of that res- 
olution to allow these charges. But at the same time, they were and still are 
of the opinion, that fhe extension of the walls beyond the sixty iket pre- 
scribed in the 15th section of the act to provide for the leasing of the Peni- 
tentiary, and the building of the smoke house, were valuable permanent im- 
provements. The amount allowed and paid to Messrs. Gordon & Burch, in 
settlement of their accounts, is incladed in the above sum of eleven-thousand 
four hundred, thirty-three dollarsand thirty-onecents. Under the provisions 
of the act of Februnry 13, 134), entitied “An act to provide for building 
a kitchen for the use of the Penitentiary, and for other purposes,” the Jn-

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spectors contracted with the-Lessees for the erection ofa kitchen anda privy, 


character, in accordance with the provisions of the lth section of the act 
leasing the Penitentiary. —— 

No money has been paid the Lessees for the kitchen and privy, as the act 
of February 13, 1840, provided that the Lessees should be compensated for 
their work by crediting the amount that should be due them for the erection 
of these bu ldings, on their bond to the State. In December, 184l, the cen- 
tre building of the Penitentiary, used for workshops, was destroy ed by fire. 
It was supposed at the time that the fire was the result of accident, but. cir- 
cumstances and facts recently developed, induce the belief that the building 
was set cn fire by some of the convicts. An indictment is now pending against 
one of the convicts on this charge. 

Great precaution is necessary on the part of the keepers of the Penitentiary, ; 
to prevent similar occurrences. 

The ins ectors attribute the loss of the centre building to the dangerous 
practice of permitting the convicts to work in shops without being at all times 
under the immediate view of the guard. The convicts should not be allowed 
to work in shops by themselve~: the presence of a guard is at all times neces- 
sary. When permitted to assemble together, in the absence of a guard, 
they wiil always be Se ia in forming plans for their escape, and experience 
has proved that they are by no means “destitute of ingenuity. 

The loss of Messrs. C ae & Burch was even greater than the loss of the 
State. They had in the building at the time it was burned, a large and val. 
vable stock of manuisetured articlesand tools, all of which were “destroyed. 

In May last, the Inspectors received from Messrs. Gordon & Burch, a prop- 
osition to rebuild the centre building, and erect guard houses, to be attached 
to the exterior wails. On the 28th of the same month, the Inspectors ad- 
dressed a letter to the Lessees acknowledging the receipt of their proposi- 
tion, zud stating that they were fully aware of the importance of the pro- 


- for which the Lessees were to receive the usual rates for work ofa similar.

posed improvement, but at the same time, were of opinion, that the financial — 
condition of the State rendered it imperative upon them to incur, at that time, 


no expense that could possibly be avoided; stating, however , that if the Les- 

ees were desirous of erecting the centre building, and making the other im- 
oan mentioned, and were willing to await and abide by the action of 
the Legislature for compensation for the same, the Inspectors would not ob- 
ject to their doing soy but were anwilling to enter into any contract for that 
purpose. 

‘She Lessees, after receiving this answer to their proposition, commenced 
rebuilding the centre building, and building two guard houses. 

These bui! dings are now finished, and the compensation of the Lessees is 
entirely within ihe discretion of the General Assembly. 

The centre building is designed solely for workshéps and store rooms, and 
it is impossible to cary on any trade within the walls of the prison, without 

a building of this description. Without workshops, by far the largest part 
of the convicts would be idle and useless to the institution, 

The guard houses will add undoubtedly to the security of the prison. The 
Inspectors have found it utterly impossible to exercise any effectual 
control over the discipline and management of the Penitentiary, ‘under the 
present lease. In their last report, they stated the dithculties and embar- 
rassments under which they labored in this respect. 

Rules have been prescribed, which, if carried out, would-have prevented 
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most of the present evils in the Haane of the prison; but the Inspectors 
‘were deprived of all control over the Lessees by the act leasing the Peniten- 
‘tiary; ‘at least, they have no means of enforcing any rules that may be 
:adopted by them. Their control over the management of the institution is 
:merely nominal. The Inspectors have exerted all the authority which they 
-possessed to enforce’ the rules prescribed by them, but in this they have ut- 
terly failed, and the management of the prison has Sonseqdently been entire- 
ly beyond their control. 

One great cause of complaint in the management of the Penitentiary, is 
the practice of working the convicts without the exterior walls of the pris- 
on. This is done without the permission of the Inspectors. They have, in- 

-deed, repeatedly discountenanced the practice by every means in their pow- 
‘er. But their anthority, to prevent it is denied by the Lessees, who contend 
that under their lease théy have the right to employ the convicts in Be spe- 
cies of labor, and that it is impossible to employ them in any species of labor 
without working them beyond the prison walls. 

The 5th section of the above act provides that “said keepers shall be at 
liberty to make brick within the walls of the said Penitentiary, &c., or may 
employ said convicts, or any portion of them, in any other species of labor.” 

The Inspectors cannot believe that it was the intention of the Legislature 
to give to the Lessees the privilege contended for in this respect; nor can they 
agree with the Lessees in their constraction of the lease; but at the’same 
time they are fre: to admit rhe there is room for a difference of opinion on 
this point, and that it would be impossible to punish the Lessees criminally for 
exercising what they consider their undoubted right under the lease. Be this 
as it may, the practice of working the convicts without the exterior walls of 
the prison is subversive of all discipline, and a perversion of the obvious inten- 
tion of the Penitentiary system. It may be doubted: whether a single con- 
vict has been released from his imprisonment, within the last four years, 
without being a more abandoned man in his moral feeling, than when he 
entered the prison, 

This, however, is the unavoidable resalt of placing the management of the 
prison in the hands of individuals, who will always Be governed by motives 
of personal interest. They make their bargain with the State, and like most 

‘ others, they endeavor to make the most they can out of their bargain, Per- 
sonal interest will be the inducement, and personal gain the end. 

The discipline of the institation will, of course, be subservient to the per- 


sonal interest of the Lessee. The Inspectors believe that the Penitentiary has. 


been as well conducted by the prseent Lessees, as it would have been by 
most others under a similar lease. They have labored under great dilficulties 
and embarrassments throughout tne whole period of their lease, and will now 
retire, after four years of unremitted industry and perseverence, with a load 
‘of pecuniary liabilities, which, in all probability, will strip them of all the 
property they possessed when they undertook the management of the prison. 
So far from gaining anything bv their lease, they will “lose not only their 
labor, but their property. Under such circumstances, it would seem harsh to 
attribute the conduct and government of the Penitentiary, during their man- 
agement, to unworthy motives. Their misfortunes would rather entitle 
them to our sympathy. They have, it is true, made valuable improvements 
in the prison upon their own responsibility, and without being authorised by 
Jaw, but they rely upon the Genera) Assembly to make them such compen- 
sation, in their final settlement with the State, for, these improvements, as 
may be deemed right and proper,

They have made no improvements but such as site wants of the institution 
demanded, and justice would seem to require that they should be ‘allowed -a 
reasonable comp ensation for their labor and materials. The lease of Messrs, 
Gordon & Burch will expire on the L5th of February next, and it would be - 
desirable to havea settlement with them as soon as convenient. It is pre- 
sumed, that the General Assembly will appoint a committee to make this 
settlement. 

The future management of the Penitentiary will now become a matter of 
deep interest. and willno doubt receive from the General Assembly that consid- 
eration which its importance demands. Systems of prison descipline widely 
diflering frem each other, have been adopted in our sister States. 

In some of the States, the Penitentiaries are leased under certain restric- 
tions and conditions; in others they are managed entirely by the public au- 
thorities. = 

The comparative cost of the different modes of discipline, seem to have en- 
tered Jaigely into the consideratior. of some of the States, while others have 
adcpted that mode of government which: appeared most likely to effect the 
moral reformation of the convicts. Economy and reformation should un- 
doubtedly be the distinguishing features of any system of prison discipline. 
Neither justice or policy 1equires that the one should be sacrificed to the 
other. 

The public should not be taxed for the support of that lawless and disso- 
lute class of society, whose crimes render necessary their separation sats 
their fellow cae when they can be made to support themselves. Nor, 
the other band, should they be employed in such occupations, or in ach 
manner, as Wii i only harden and confirm them in their depravity. Solitary 
confinement is perhaps the severest mode of punishment, and of all others 
the most likely to effect the moral reformation of the p.isoner. By this mode 
of confinement, the convict is placed in a situation in which he is compelled 
to think. lie ierms no prison acquaintanceships, and rans no danger of be- 
ing reecenizcd, after bis siheration by prison asdeciates. lt has been well 
remarked by an attentive observer, “that robberies are often planned during 
‘ confinement, to be executed on the liberation uf the parties. Experienced 
thieves n o t, during the hours of imprisonment, in iastracting their young- 
er associates in the mysteries of crime, aud in strenthening thei ieangs for 
the renew a GP deprec lations, while the good infentions of the better disposed 
classes on their dis charge, are often frustrated, end their future criminal ca- 
_ reer determaned by a recognition and the threat of exposure.” 

But, although sc litary coufinement is the most effectual mode of punish- 
ment, and is, “at the same tin. e, productive of the greatest moral good, vet 
it is by far the mort expensive. The labor of the convicts, under this mode 
of pu inisLment, would always fall far short of defraying the expenses of the 
prison. 

_ Perhaps, the majority of the convicts in Pearse are without trades, 
and those who have learned trades cannot, except in few cases, work advan-_ 
tageously when confined in celis. it has been supposed that the employ- 
ment of the convicts, in the State Penitentiary, in manufacturing Hemp and 
Tobacco would be more advantageous, in a pecuniary point of view, than 
any other occupation. Their employ mentin the diferent mechanical brinch: 
es, usually carried on in the prison, has been found not only unprofitable, 
but highly injurious to the neighboring mechanics. There is no home mark-. 
et for the sale of these-ar ticles, at least the supply k l always exceed ue de- 
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mand, besides the cost of the materials will be such as to preclude any com- 
petition in the sale of the same articles in other markets. Such, however, 
would not be the case, if the convicts were employed in the manufacturing of 
Tabacco and Hemp. The raw material could always be purchased at the 
lowest prices. and could certainly be manufactured at a cost not exceeding: 
that of slave labor. Another advantage would result from this mode of em- 
ploying the convicts. They would, at all times, be confined within the walls 
of the prison. The Inspectors are convinced from observation, that the con-__ 
victs cannot be advantageously employed in any other occupation, within the 
prison walls. The home market that would be afforded to the great staples 
of the State, could not be-otherwise than advar.tageous to our planting in- 
terests. AO ; 

Whatever competition might: arise among the manufacturers of tobacco 
and hemp within this State, would benefit the producer of the raw material. 
The convicts i: the Kentucky Penitentiary have been employed with the 
greatest success in the manulactaring of the staple products of that State. 
Indeed, until so employed, that prison was supported at a great annual cost 
to the State. At present, it is said not only to defray all its necessary and 
incidental expenses, but to yield a large revenue to the keepers. The man- 
ufactured products are sent to a distant, but certain market, and their value 
soon realized in money, Most of the articles that have been made in the 
penitentiary of thi State, have been sold on credit in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the prison. Large sums are now due to the State, by individuals for 
the purchase of these articles, the greater portion of which will never be re- 
alized The necessary expenditures of the institution are considerable, and 
require the cemmand of money atall times. Money cannot be obtained to 
meet these expenses, if the articles made in the prison are sold on credit, and 
in small quantities. 

_ Hence has arben many of the pecuniary embarrassments of the present 
lessees. They could ouly obtain the materials used in the different trades car- 
ried on in the prison, for cash, or on-a short credit, while they sold most of 
their manu‘actured articles on credit. They were compelled to have money, 
and to obtain money they were forced to make great sacrifices of property. 

If the General Assembly should deem it expedient to employ the convicts: 
in the manufacturing of hemp and tobacco, it will become a matter of some 
importance to determine whether the State will conduct the business on her 
own account, and at ber own cost, or leave it, under proper restrictions, to 
individual enterprize. Tne latter would probably be most advantageous to 
the State in a pecuniary point of view 
_ Asvstem of management might be devised which would leave the discip- 
line of the prison under the im-nediate Gontrol of the State, and at the same 
time leave the business operations of the institution under the direction of in- 
dividual enterprize . By making the compensation of the keeper depend on 
the nett profits of the business, alter paying all the expenses of the prison, 
he would have every inducement to an economical and prudent administra- 
tion of its affairs.” The State by reserving to herself the entire control over 
_the discipline, could prevent any improper conduct on the part of the Keep- 
er. By giving tu the keeper the whole or a part of the nett proceeds of the 
institution, after paying ail its necessary expeuses, and requiring him to erect 
at his own charge, certain necessary improvements, would be much more ad- 
vantageous to the State than the terms of the present lease; or, indeed, any 
plan by which the business of the institution would be conducted at’ the en- 
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tire risk of ‘the State. The great object of the State is, of course, to estab- 
lish a strict and efficient system of prison discipline, at the least possible cost, 
consistent with this object. - 

So long as the discipline of the prison is under the control of individuals, 
whose only motive is private gain, it will bein vain to look for a correct and 
salutary management of the conviéts. Those convicts whose skill in any 
particular tri ade, or subserviency to the wishes and interests of the keeper, 
render them particularly useful or Valuable, will generally be the objects of 
special favor and regard, without reference to the character of their crimes 
or their moral depraviiy, By these means a species of favoritism is intro- 
duced unjust in itself, and destructive of all discipline, — 

The rules of the prison should be uniform in their operation, and should 
never be relaxed through favoritism. There is another unavoidable evil con- 
sequent from an unrestrained control over the prison by the lessee. -The 
safety of the prison, and-the security of the prisoners will de pend, ina great 
degree, upon the number and viailance of the guard. This is one of the 
heaviest expenses of the management, and the lessee Who is cony elled to 
pay all the expenses of the prison, will generally endeavor to curtail this ex- 
pense as much as possible. The consequence is, that numerous escapes occur ` 
from the want cf a sufficient guard. The inspectors do not deem it necessa- 
ry to enumerate all the evils arising from the present mode of conducting the 
penitentiary. They must be visible'to every observer. Under the present 
lease the State has expended a large sum of money, and the whole object of 
this mode of punishment has been ‘defeated. ‘The lease has been equally un- 
fortunate for the State and the lessees. However we have at least gained the 
benefit of experience, dear bought it is true, but very useful as a guide for the 
future. 

The rapid increase in the number of convicts will render necessary very 
large and. expensive additions to the penitentiary, or the erection of a new 
one at some other point. At present, the keepers are compelled to confine 
two convicts in one cell, an evil of the greatest magnitude. Most of the 
conspiracies that have been detected, may “be attributed to this present una- 
voidable practice of permitting them to cell with each other. The present 
‘cells are entirely too Jarge for the confinement of a sinzle convict, and not 
large enough for work shops. There are now only e eighty cells, forty in 
each block, when buildings of the same dimensions could easily contain one 
hundred and sixty. ° 

The inspectors, however, are of the opinion that it would be more advisa- . 
ble to build another penitentiary near the city of St. Louis, than to make the ' 
additions which will otherwise be necessary to the present prison. Within 
the last two years, nearly three thousand doilars have been expended by the 


. State for the transportation of convicts from the city of St. Louis to the pen- 


ifentiary. 

Nearly three-fifths of the convicts are sent from St. Louis county. The 
mere saving in the cost of transportation would, in a few years, be equal to 
the cost of another penitentiary. Besides, the convicts could be more prof- 
itably employed near the city of St. Louis. A more ready market would 
be afforded for the manufactured articles, and materials could be purchased 
on better terms. The expense of building at St. Louis would be consider- 
‘ably less than at this place. Materials for building are, and always have 
been, much higher here than at St. Louis. Perhaps the cost of building 
would be one-third less, in that city, than at this place. The inspectors do 
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not hesitate to say, that another penitentiary, near St. Louis, would result 
in a-large annual saving to the State. Convicts trom the counties bordering 
on the Mississippi river, could be sent to the St. Louis prison at a much less 
cost than is now incurred by their transportation to this place. It is true 
that the cost of a-new penitentiary would be greater than the cost of the ad- 
ditional building that would otherwise be required in the present peniten- 
tiary. 

But the great saving in the cost of transportation would soon be more than 
equal to the additional cost of a new penitentiary. The incideutal expenses 
of the penitentiary at St. Louis, would be at least one third less than those of 
the present prison. Perhaps there is no part of the State where the neces- 
sary expenditures of the penitentiary would be greater than at this place. 
The addition of another block of cells to the penitentiary. in conformity 
with the original plan, would cost the State about fifteen thousand dollars, 
and when finished will only contain forty cells. . If the sizeof the cells should 
be reduced to one-half the size of the present cells, the block might contain 
eighty cells ; but the cost of the building would be increased at least five thou- 
sand dollars. An hospital would also be required, as great inconvenience is 
now experienced for the want of such a building, The additions which are 
absolutely necessary to the present penitentiary, will cost, at tne lowest esti- 
mate, twenty thousand dollars.

at this place. ‘The inspectors would therefore recommend to the General 
Assembly, to provide for the builuing of another penitentiary at or near the 
city of St. Louis; believing that the interest of the State and sound policy 
would be promoted thereby. If this recommendation should meet with the- 
approbation of the General Assembly, it will not be necessary to make any 
further additions to the present penitentiary. This plan has been adopted 
by several States, and has been attended with entire success. It has been ` 
found to reduce the expenses of the penitentiary system, and to preserve a 
better discipiine.

REPORT 


Of commitiee on a constitutional mode of Relief. 


The select committee, to whom was referred all bills and resolutions on 
the subject of relief, with instructions to report such mode of relief as, in 
their opinion, comports with the constitutional power of the General Assem- 
bly, respectfully report: =f 

That the various propositions of relief are, . ; 

lst. To reduce the number of terms of courts. 
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2nd. To delay returns of executions. ae: 
ord. To give, for the term of one year, to debtors whage property, has 
been sold under executian, the right to redeem the same. “ro 


4th. To exempt property trom sale for a limited time, unless it will bring 

a certain portion of its value. 

~ The relief intended by these various propositions is a preventive against 
sacrifices of property sold under execution. All such modes of relief resolve 
themselves into three classes. 
Ist. Delay in the collection of money due. : 

Ənd. Compulsion of the creditor to receive his debtor’s s property at valua- 
tion, or some proportionate part of such valuation. 

3rd. Increase of the circulating medium.— 

The first three enumerated propositions fall within the first class, and the 
fourth within the second. No proposition of the third class has been referred. 

lt may be hid down as a principle admitting no controversy, that the Gen- 
eral As-embly is competent to pass any law which 1s not denied to it. All 
legislative power re-ting in the people, it follows, that their representatives, 
unless oe ted, have equal power. 

To ascertain whi it restrictions are imposed on them, it is necessary to ex- 
amine the authority under which they act, and these, in our form of Gov- 
ernment, are the Constitutions of the United States, and of this State. The 
restrictions on the power of the Legislature to enact laws having for their 
object delay in the coliection of money ¢ due, are: ` 

“No State at pass any law impairing the obligation of contracts.” — 
(Con. U. S. Art. 1, See. 10.) 

“That cours of justice ought to he open to every person, -and certain 
remedy aiioréed fer every injury to person, property, or character; and 
that right aid jestiee onght tò be administer ed without s sale, denial or des 
lay. mC On. Or ato, Art. 13. Sec. 7) 

“That no law bnpainug tne obligation of contracts, or retrospective in its 
Operations, can A pasei —(1b, Sec. 17.) i 

Let us ascertaia the menning of each of these Constitutional provisions : 

First. AÀ contract is defined to be an agreement to do or not to do a par- 
ticular thing, ere con agt between two or mere, and the obligation of a con- 
tract, the binding “cree thereof, Forexample: If a party contracts to pay a cer- 
tain sum emacert; jnd BY, the contract binds bim to perform iton that day, and 
this is its obligatien What, ena is impairing the obvigation of contracts in 
the sense of thes ‘eH LEGG u? © Any law which enlarges, abridges, or in any — 
manner chatives tie intention of the parties, resulting from the stipulations 
in the contract, sevessariiy impairs it. The manner or degree in which this 
change is eik eted, cin in no respect, influence the cone luson; for whether 
the law afitet the val ‘HEV, the construction, the duration, the discharge, or 
the evidence of the contract, it impairs its obligation, though it may not do 
so, to the same extent, in all thesupposed cases, Any deviat on from its terms, 
by postponing cr accelerating the period of performance which it prescribes, 
imposing co nditions not expressed jn the contract, or dispensing with the 
performance of those which are a part of the contract, however minute or 
apparentiy immaterial ia their eifect upon it, impair its obligation. Although 
there is a distinction between the obligation of a contract “and a remedy up- 
on it, yet if there are certain remedies existing at the time when it is made, 
all of which are afterwards extinguished by new laws, so that there remain 

- no means of enforcing its obligation, and no redress, such an abolition of all

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remedies operating in presenti; is also an impairing of the obligation. of such 
contract. But every change and modification of the remedy, does not m- 
volve such a consequence. ` No ane will:doubt that the Legislature may vary 
the nature and extent of remedies, so always that some substantial remedy — 
would be in-fact’ left; nor can it be doubted, that the Legislature may pre- 
scribe the times and modes in-which remedies-may be pursued, and bar.suits 
not brought within such periods, and not pursued in such modes. The obli- 
gation to perform a contract, is coeval with-the undertaking to perform it— 
It originates with the contract itself, and operatés anterior to the time of 
performance. `The remedy acts upon the breken contract and enforces a 
pre-existing obligation. Ihe great object of the framers of the Constitution 
undoubtedly was, to secure the inviolability of contracts. The principle was - 
to be protected in whatever form it might be assailed. l 

~ No enumeration’ was attempted to be made of the modes by which-con- 
tracts might be impaired. It would have been unwise to have made such an 
enumeration, since it might have been defeated, and the intention was tó 
prohibit every mode or device for such purpose. The prohibition was uni- 
versal. l 


These principles are supported by ‚numerous decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 


In the year 1821, the General Assembly of this State, passed a law enti- 

tled “an act p inting out the manner-that executions may be stayed, and reg- 
2 lating the sale of property under execution.” 

By this act, it was provided, among other things, that valuers should be 
appointed to appraise all property taken in execution ; that on all executions 
the plaintiff should endorse his willingness to take property at two thirds of 
its appraised value; that the sheriff should levy on property, have it apprais- 

- ed, and if money is not paid at given time, should proceed to sell the proper- 
ty at two thirds of its appraised value, if it will sell for so much, if not, to 
deliver it over to the plaintitf at two thirds of such appraised value in dis- 
charge of the.execution ; that when no such endorsement is made by the 
plaintiff, there shoul.l be a stay of further proceedings on such execution, for 
a period of two anda half years thereafter; provided, the defendant give a 
bond to the amount of execution and interest, with security, to be approved 

—of by the sheriff, conditioned for the pryment of the judgment with interest 
thereon, &c. The constitutionality of this act was considered by the Supreme 
Court of this State in the case of Bailey aguinst Gentry and wife, at the 
April term of the Fayette district, in the year 1822. The act was decided 
to be unconstitutional. The language of the court is, “to impair a contract 
in the sense in which it is‘used in the Constitution of the United States, and 
of this State, means to alter so as to make the contract more beneficial to 
one party, and less so to the other, than by its terms it purported to, be,” 


_ The means afforded to enforce satisfaction for a breach of contract, are 
perhaps, of themselves, no part of the cantract, but yet they may form a part 
` of the binding force of the contract; for without legal means to enforce the per- 
formance of a contract, it can have no legal effect. It is in law as if no con- 
tract existed. In the case before the court, the right has been ascertained, 
the contract proved to-exist.. Thé plaintiffs havea right.to enjoy the use! of 
money now, and the act in question: says, the plaintiff shall not enjoy this 
right for two-and a half years hereafter, . This: violates: the legal obligation 
_of the contract, ahd the law, ‘under consideration, is repuguant to the Gon- 
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stitution of the United -States, and of this State. It is true, there is a dis- 
—tinction between the remedy, and the thing to be remedied. “+ i 
: “The Legislature may modify the remedy, but they cannot constitutionally 
take away all remedy.” ors j 
This brings us to the consideration of the Constitutional restriction 
secondly enumerated. By this, say the same court in the same case, it is 
meant, that there must always be a remedy; “courts of justice ought to be 
open to every person, and certain remedy afforded for every injury to per- 
Son, property, or character,” and. that this remedy is to be applied without 
any postponement or hindrance ; ” “rightand justice ought to be administer- — 
- edwithout sale, denial, or delay.” Want of right, and want of remedy, 
are precisely the same thing. Whatever impairs remedy, impairs right.-— 
When the remedy is destroyed the right is also. . It surelv cannot be con- 
tended that a postponement of tke plaintiff ’s means of obtaining possession 
of his right, is any remedy for him, or that it enters into the composition of 
remedy. Remedy in law is the means afforded by law to obtain a right.— 
This distinction does not, and cannot mean, that whenever, in fact, an injury - 
has been done or suffered, no time shall intervene before such injury shall. be- 
redressed, nor can it mean that no time shall be afforded the person com- 
plained of, to controvert the charge brought against him. This would take- 
away the means of doing justice. The terms of the provision must then: 
receive a reasonable and operative construction, which appears to be this: 
that reasonable means shall be employed to ascertain right, and when that 
is legally dcne, justice shall be administered as speedily as may be, according 
to the usual operation of legal process. Any legislative provision then, the 
effects of which tend not to the legal ascertainment of right, but alone to 
the delay of justice, is repugnant to the provision of the Constitution. If 
the word “delay” is to be understood in its. common and received accepta- 
tion, (the only proper mode of interpreting words in common use,) which is 
to hinder, defer, or frustrate; we are unavoidably Jed to the conclusion, that 
the act under consideration, does delay justice in the literal use of the word, 
and in the sense in which the convention used it. In the case before the 
_ court, the right of the plaintiff to have of the defendant a certain sum of 
money, is legally ascertained. Justice requires that that sum of money 
should be paid by the defendant to the plaintiff, and by the provisions of the 
act under consideration, the payment is deferred or delayed for the period of 
two.and a half years. The.act affords means to postpone and deter the ob- 
taining of right, and is therefore, not remedial with respect to the just ends 
of government and justice, nor in a constitutional sense. __ = 
The result is, that the remedy to enforce a contract or to obtain satisfac- 
tion of a judgment, is within the power of the Legislature, but that the ex-. 
ercise of this power over the remedy, if carried too far, may impair the ob- 
ligation of the contract, and delay the administration of justice. 
To be constitutional, the exercise of the power must be bona fide, and with 
reference to the remedy exclusively, and not under colur thereof, impairing | 
the obligation of the contract or delaying justice. It is not known that the 
meaning of a retrospective law, which is the restriction thirdly mentioned, 
has been judicially ascertained. But it seems to the committee,that if not 
synonomous with a law impairing the obligation of contracts, itis a law im- 
pairing vested rights, and cannot be construed to limit the power of the Le- 
gislature over the remedy to ascertain or enforce these-rights. It is not, 
however, nscessary to pursue this enquiry at: this time. Applying the prin- 


let 
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ciples here presented, to acts-extending the.return of executions beyond the 

: first term‘of the court, after their. emanation, and to a period distant twelve 
months from their date, your committee are of the opinion, such acts would 
be in violation of the Constitution, as settled-by the Supreme Court of this 
State, in the case of Bailey against Gentry and wife. Such objections, how- 
ever, would not exist toa law reducing the number of the terms of court, 
from three to two, and making the execution returnable to the first term af- 
ter it was issued. “0. Ss 

As to acts allowing the right of redemption, the committee are of opinion, 
that they are not within the restriction of the Constitution already enumer- 
ated, nor do the committee perceive any Constitutional objection to their 
enactment. . : 

The restrictions applicable to relief of the second class, are: f 

“No State shall make any thing but gold and silver coin a tender in pay-. 
ment of debts.” — (Con. U.S. Art. l, sec. 10.) . 

The occasion of this clause was the course of legislation by the States an- 
terior to the formation of the Constitution. Bý that legislation, not only 

- was paper money declared to be a tender in payment of debts, but laws of 
another character; well known under the appellation of “tender laws,” “ap-. 

~ praisement laws,” “instalment laws,” and “suspension laws,” were from time 
to time enacted, and prostrated all private credit, and all private morals.— 
By some of these laws, the due payment of debts was suspended, debts were,. 
in violation of the very terms of the contract,. authorised to be paid by in- 
stalments at different periods ; property of any sort, however worthless, eith- 
er real or personal, might be tendered by the debtor in payment of his debts,, 
and the creditor was compelled to.take the property of the debtor, which he- 
might-seize on execulion,;at an appraisement wholly disproportionate to its 
known value. Such grievances, and oppressions, and others of a like nature,. 
were the ordinary results of legislation during the revolutionary war, and 
the intermediate period down to the formation of the Constitution. They 
entailed tle most enormous evils on the country, and introduced a system of. 
fraud, chicanery., and profligacy, which outraged all private confidence, and 
all industry and enterprise. Hence the above provision. 

In-adopting it, the framers of the constitution, say the supreme court: 
of Missouri, in the case already cited, used terms of certain and esta-. 
blished import. What is a tender, and what its consequences in’ cases. 
within. the meaning of the constitution? If one person owes to ano- 
ther'a: certain sum of money, this is.a debt. Itis the duty of the debtor- ` 
to produce to the creditor that sum of money, and offer to pay it to him: 
this is a tender; and if the debt, so tendered, is not received by the cre-. 

_ ditor, the debtor is thereby discharged from the duty of tendering it 
again, until it shall have been legally demanded by the creditor, and this. 
is its consequence. ? 

A valuation or appraisement law does-not, in terms, authorise tlie debt-. 
or to tender property in discharge of his debt, but delays the-creditor in 
the collection of his debt, unless he receive the property, at its valuation,. 

- or some proportionate part.. Like-the act of 1521,. which, though it-did. 
not, in, terms, authorise the debtor to tender property in discharge-of his 
debt;.yet, required the-creditor-to:endorse-his:assent so to receive-it on. 
execution, under.the penalty. of being delayed, in. the enjoyment. of«his. 
right, for the period’ of. two years:and:a:half,. ea Aat 

In construing this law, the supreme- eourtof. this. State, say; if we define 
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a tender, in general terms, to be an act on the part of the debtor, which 
affords some exemption to him, and worksa correspondent inconvenience 
to the creditor, we shall find that the exemption afforded the debtor by 
the operation of this law, is more beneficial to him, and the inconve- 
nience imposed on the creditor is much greater than would result from 
an actual tender made by the debtor himself. Construing the constitu- ~ 
tion then, to prohibit the States from passing laws, the effect of which . 
would be to induce the creditor to receive something else than gold and 
silver coin in payment of the debt due him, in order to avoid an inconve- 
nience that would result, on his, failure to do so, we are led to the con- 
clusion, that the act under consideration 1s repugnant to the provision of 
the constitution of the United States last referred to. 
,. Such is the language and decision of the supreme court of this State, 
on a law similar to the valuation and appraisement laws referred to the 
committee. How worse than useless, then, is it to pass laws which the 
court would hold to be void? It would tantalize the distressed with the 
hope of relief—promising, yet affording none—bring into conilict the le- 
gislative and judicial departments of the government—dissatisfy the dis- 
appointed with the judiciary, when the fault was really with the legisla- 
ture, and afford a pretence to the demagogue to wage war against the 
unoffending. : 

In conclusion, the committee report as the only plans of relief within 
the constitutional power of the General Assembly, a reduction of the 
terms of court, and an’investiture of the debtor and his creditor with the 
right to redeem property sold under execution. 

In conformity herewith, they submit the bills accompanying this re- 
port, as substitutes for the bills referred to them, leaving the expediency 
of them to he determined by the wisdom of the General Assembly.

REPORT, &c. 


The select committee to whom was referred so much the Governor’s 
Message as relates to the law of Congress, “apportioning the represent- 
ation among the several States,” have had the same under consideration, 
and beg leave to submit the following report: be ge 

That part of the law to which your committee feel called upon to bev 
stow their attention, especially, is in the following words: ‘That in evéry 
case where a State is entitled to more than one representative, the num- 
ber to which each ~tate shall be entitled, under this apportionment, shall 
be.elected by districts composed of contiguous territory, equal in num- 
ber to the number of representatives to which each “tate shall be enti- 
tled ; no one district electing more than one representative.” That part 
of the constitution of the United States, under which the law under con- 
sideration is claiméd to be authorised, is in the following words: “The 
times, places, and manner of holding elections for Senators. and Repre- 
sentatives, shail be preseribed in each State by the Legislature thereof ; 
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but the Congress may, at any. time, by law, make or alter such regula- 
tions, except as to the place of choosing Senators.” oe 

It will be perceived that this law, if law it can be called, contains no 
provisions to render it operative ; —when a thing is required by law to be 
done, the same law provides most generally how it shall be done. ‘This 
law says—“members of Congress shall be elected by districts,” &c. 
What then? There is no provision made for thus electing them; and if — 
it is meant that they shall be elected in no other way, it follows we can- 
not have any members in Congress; and thus by an act of Congress a 
ose tate would be deprived of any representation in Congress 
at all. ; 

Your committee are of the opinion that the action of the different Le- . 

_gislatures must remain in full force until suspended by a practical law of 
Congress upon the subject, in strict accordance with the constitution. 

~——~ There is but one view to be taken of this subject, whereby the law, 
above referred to can be rendeted effective ; and that is, that the States 
must act through their Legislatures. Any action of the Legislature, in- 
tended to carry out what it seems was intended by the law under consi- 


~ deration, must either be in obedience to a command, or in conformity to 


an intimation or advice given. If this position be a sound one, it remains 

- to be séen whether the action of the Legislature would simply be in con- 
formity with an intimation made, or advice given, or whether they would 
be acting under a positive obligation. 

If the act of the Legislature were to be considered in accordance to 
an intimation, or agreeably to advice, it would follow that if they acted 
differently, their acts would still be of effect; but if the law of Congress 

- declaring that the members composing that body shall be elected in a spe- 
_ cial manner, prohibits their being elected in any other manner, then it 
would of course be a command. But how is it known that the law of 
Congress contemplated any action at all of the Legislatures in the mat- 
ter? We cannot learn it from the law. .The law contemplates that it 
will begin some time, it is supposed, and to continue until another ap- 
- portionment shall take place; and suppose this Legislature should act 
under the law as it now stands, who knows but that they would be met 
with a rebuke; and the question might be asked by the Congress, by 
what authority have you acted? Thus, strictly construing the second 
section of the law apportioning representation among the several States, 
we are forced to the conclusion that it is perfectly nugatory, and impos- 
~ing no obligation upon the General Assembly—and further, that the seats 
of the Representatives from Missouri cannot be vacated, because the 
Congress has said that the members composing that body should be elect 
‘ed by districts, not having said precisely where they should thus be elect- 
ed, nor prescribed the districts. . a 

Your committee do not hesitate a moment to concede to the Congress 
of the Uħited states the full power, at any time, by law, to district any 
of the States of this Union, for the purpose of electing the members 
thereof: but we do not concede a declaration that they shall be district- 
ed, as districting them. Notwithstanding they concede this power, yet 
they can conceive of but few instances when it would be necessary. or 
proper to exercise it. San ls , ape. 
- Inu the fourth section of the fourth article of the constitution ‘of the 
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United States, a republican form of government is guaranteed to each of: 
the States—it might by possibility become necessary and proper, in mak-- 
ing good the-guarantee, to “make or alter” the existing regulations. . 

Again, it might possibly happen, that a State would fail altogether to: 
make any rules or regulations, and in consequence, have no members in 
Congress: in that event it would be very necessary that the Congress. 
make some rules or regulations. 'Fhese are, however,.extreme cases,. 
and in all probability, should such a state-of things ever arrive, the pos- 
sibility of enforcing any law of Congress, would be quite problematical. 
Your committee have said that they consider the second section of the 
apportionment law- entirely nugatory, and this is argued from the law it- 
self. Your committee are, however,,well aware of what is believed to- 
have been the intention of those who.framed said law.. 

The intention was this, to force the - tate to legislate, and to legislate - 
in a- prescribed form and they will proceed to view it as containing that: 
within inself calculated to carry out this intention. Before doing this, 
however, they will take’ the liberty of saying, that it is an instance unpa- 
ralelled in the history of partizan warfare, (for that it was the result of 
mere partizanship, we have not a doubt, ) that-any Representative of an 
independent sovereignty, should voluntarily, and of his own accord, sur- 
render up.one of the most vital principles of sovereignty—it is almost 
incomprehensible : nor wouid it render such an act more comprehensi- 
ble to say, that a majority of the States represented had adopted any 
particular rules or regulations ; for the very words-adopted by the Con-- 
gress might, at some future day, bear onerously on them. 

. And your committee will take the.liberty. further to say, that they 
would consider that any Representative from Missouri had betrayed his 
trust, who would vote in the Congress of.the United States for a law 
giving to \ongress he power to interfere in any, even a constitutional 
way, in the-matter of making rules and regulations for electing members 
to-Congrers, so long as the State continues in good faith. to exercise that 
power according to republican principles: nor can your committee con=. 
ceive of any, the least interest, the Congress should take in the “man+ 
ner our Representatives may get tə that body,. while the State acts in: 
conformity with those principles.. : <a 

As regards the intention of those who framed and passed thistaw, vour 
committee beg leave to say, that. we unhesitatingly and explicity—object 
there to. . , r : 
~ We object on account of the lack of authority in Congress to require a State - 
Legislature to legislate in a prescribed way. Your committee are aware that. 
it has been urged, that if Congress had the power to district the States, that 
it resulted she had the power to eommand the States to district themselves; : 
and that the power was thus exercised, as an act of clemency or favor-to the 
States.. We would ask such an idividual, if he does not‘entertain the opinion. 
that the Congress of the United States must have an express authority.in the- 
Constitution, for all its acts;.and that the Congress cannot-go beyond that,, 
and the power that of necessity results to carry.into effect an express ._powe- 
er? If the answer is in the affirmative, it will follow that the Congress has 
the power to district the States, or make any other rules or regulations they. 
may see proper to do; but it cannot be argued that it.is necessary to: 
use the authority of the States to carry out this.expressed power. Your: 
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: tommittee are of opinion, that the provisions of the law resulted from a feel- 

- ing very different from clemency or favor; they do not doubt that those who 
voted for that law, were well aware, that it was more than possible, that if 
a law passed according to the letter of the Constitution, that if would have 
been resisted from one end of the Union to the other, upon the ground of. 
‘expediency, and that-no administration could have sustained itself under the 
odium of such alaw. This we consider the true reason why the law passed 
in its present shape. Your committee confess no little astonishihent, at find- 
ing individuals who can for a moment believe, that the provisions of that 
portion of the law now under.consideration, imposes any obligation upon 
any State in this confederacy. Such being the case, however, we are impel- 
led to the conviction, that partizan zeal possesses greater power to blind than 
we had been aware of. In the opinion of your committee, there is -exactly 
two ways about this matter—either Congress must make the rules and regu- 
lations necessary, in and of itself, or the States must do it, and that this Gen- 
eral Assembly is left perfectly free to exercise their will and pleasure in the 
premises. f i 

Allowing for the sake of argument that it was intended as an act of clem- 
ency or favor,that the States were to have the privilege of districting them- 
selves in obedience to a law of Congress—we answer, that it would be a fa- 
vor too dearly purchased, as it would be an encroachment upon their inde- 
pendence, and obedience would be, (no matter how congenial the act itself 
might be to our feelings.) a surrender of a principle vital in its nature. . Ít is 
declared in the Constitution of the United States that the powers not delega- 

— ted tothe United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to these 
—States,are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people. 

Your committee have been unable to find any where in that instrument, 
any power delegated to the United States to command any State, through 
her Legislature, to enact law, did such a power exist, the confederacy, it 
seems to us, would be a mere farce, and consolidation wenld inevitably 
and immediately ensue; for we cannot conceive any use of a legislative 
body existing, if they are to be the mere menials and tools of another legis. 
lative body. : 

Your committee cannot but view with deep regret, the fact that sucha 
state of things exist—that there are those who defend this alarming attempt 
of unauthorised power; and this feeling is increased, when we look back 
to the history of the times when the constitution of the United States was 
adopted; if there was any one objection more general than another to the 
constitution, it was, that it gave too much power to the general government,. 
and fear that the state government would be swallowed up by it; and this is 
one of the many instances, and perhaps the most serious, going to show the 
objection to have, been far from unfounded ; and by a reference to the debates 
upon the constitution. in the different state conventions that ratified that instru- 
ment, it will be seen that no one provision in it was more strongly assailed 
than: that provision which gives to Congress the right to interfere in elections; 

and but for the oft repeated assurances of those whom the patriots of that day- 
viewed as the chosen instruments of Heaven, to guard the liberties of freemen, 
we have every reason to believe it would have been stricken from the consti- 
tution. Your committee have said that they regretted that such a state-of | 
things existed, as should cause any to defend this daring assumption of pow, 
er. No individual citizen, or body. of citizens, has approached Congress com, 
plaining of this subject as a grievance, nor has any complaint, to our know), 
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edge, ever been heard, that would not-equally well apply against any system 
that could possibly be devised; that is, the complaint of the mere partizan, 
inflamed with an unquenchable thirst for place and power, and viewing 
- every thing as inexpedient, nay unjustifiable, that interposes between him and 
the accomplishment of his wishes. We ask any individual, we care not to 
what party he may belong, if he sincerely believes, that if those who advo- 
cated and passed this law, through the Congress of the United States, had 
thought that it would have diminished the number of their political friends, 
in that body, whether it would have ever been introduced ? 

The republics of Greece, through internal commotions, suffered themselves 
to be overrun by foreign foes; and we express our wonder and sorrow—but 
we, with less excuse, having the history of ages before us, act with greater 
absurdity—-we overrun ourselves. 

Notwithstanding your committee regret that such a state of things existed 
as to cause this unnatural measure, still they are free to confess that they are 
confident the evil will be of short duration. In politics, as well as in morals, 
it has been so ordained that bold and alarming errors not unfrequently effect 
their own cure ; and the measure under consideration being of that charac- 
ter, will work its own cure speedily, and we hore radically. 

As an embodiment of the views we have attempted to express, your com- ~ 
mittee beg leave further to submit the following resolutions : 

First, That until the Congress of the United States makes rules and regu- 
lations as to the “times, places and manner” of electing members to that 
body, the right to make such rules. and regulations remains in full force and 
power with the several States, p 

Second, The second section of an act apportioning representation among ` 
the several States, does not make rules and regulations as to “ times, 
places and manner,” and consequently the right of the States remains undis- 
turbed. Ba pa 

Third, Ifthe Congress of the United States intended the second section of 
ihe act apportioning representatives among the several States, to convey a- 
command, we reply, that we legislate in obedience to the command of no 
created power—save the freemen of Missouri. 

Fourth, We protest against the necessity or prepriety of the Congress of 
the United States exercising the power the constitution gives, under present 
circumstances——that is to say, so long as the States exercise, in good faith, 
and accoiding to the spirit of republicanism, the power vested in them, touch- 
ing the manner of electing members to Congress. _ -

MINORITY REPORT. 

I, the undersigned, one of the members of the select committee to whom was 
referred so much of the Governor’s Message as relates to the law of Congress 
“appo: tioning the representation among the several States, ” respectfully rep- 
resent that I have not concurred with the majority of that committee in the 
opinions expressed in the elaborate report submitted by them, and ask leave 
to state very briefly, my. reasons for the opinions which I entertain. The 
constitution of the United States provides that the “ times, places and manner 


- conferred on it by the constit 
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of holding elections for sénators and representatives shall be prescribed in 
each State by the legislature thereof, but Congress may, -at any time, by 
law, make or alter such regulations, except as to the place of choosing Sena- 
tors.” If this section of the constitution ‘expressly authorises Congress to 
alter the time, place and manner of electing members of Congsess, the power 
to do so is given absolutely and unconditionally ; and its exercise is. not sub- 
ject to any restraint or contingency whatever. 

Whenever general powers are given to Congress without condition, the 
Whole subject is entrusted to the sound discretion of Congress, which is com- 
posed of the representatives of the States and people ; and it is competent for 
that body to determine how far it will exercise the discretionary powers thus 
entrusted to it, and to what extent it will leave the same to ba exercised by 
the State government. Congress. may fix the times of holding elections for 
members of Congress, and leave the places and manner to be fixed by the 
States ; or tay fix the places and manner, or either, and leave the times to be 
determined on by the States. The general power includes all its parts. Un- 
der this general and uncenditional power, Congress may fix the general man- 
ner of holding elections, and leave the minor details of the election law to be 
provided by the States. It is desirable that Congress should determine the 
general manner of holding elections, in order to produce regularity ard uni- 
formity : and at the same time it is much more convenient to have the times 
and places determined by the local governments. lt may hereafter become 
necessary for Congress to declare, by law. in general terms, that all elections 
for members of Congress shall take place on the same day throughout the 
United States. This may become essentially necessary in order to avoid the 
effect of false rumors, and to prevent the fraudulent importation of voters 
from one State to anothe: ; and at the same time, it may be deemed advanta- 
geous to both the State and the people, that the local authorities should pro- 
vide most of the details of the election law. In the exercise of a wise discre- 
tion, Congress may exercise, either in whole or in part, the absolute power _ 
ution, to aiter the laws in relation to the man- 
al elect’ons. If Congress exercises only a part of 
its constitutional power on this subject, the States may make all other neces- 
sary provisions in order to secure an election of suitable members; and if the 
States fail to do so, then Congress may make all the necessary provisions to 
carry the law itt) full effect. 

The States are at liberty to provide laws in conformity to the general law 
enacted by Congress, but they are not compelled to do so. They may refuse 
to make any laws to carry the law of Congress into effect, but taey cannot 
pass any laws in violation of that law. If the States refuse to pass laws in 
conformity to the general act of Congress, then Congress will be reduced to 
the necessity of making all necessary enectments to carry their law into 
complete operation. There is no compulsion on any State, but its refusal 
may-cause a‘delay in the election of members of Congress, and temporarily 
deprive it of a representation in that body. If the law of Congress be imper- 
fect in its details, that imperfection will not authorise the States to hold an 
election in express violation of law, but will render it necessary for Congress 
to perfect and extend the provisions of its act. If Congress, in order to pre- 
ity, should provide by law that all elections for ~ 
members shall be hereafter held’on the first Monday in August, and say no- 
thing more, it would stil] be necessary for the States to make additional pro- 


visions as to the placesand manner of holding the elections ; but they would be 


ner of holding congression 
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under no compulsion to do so; and still it is clear that it would not be law- 
ful for the States to hold an election on any other day. An election held on 
any other day would be void for want of lawful authority; and an election 
now held by general ticket would be void, because it is held in violation of 
law. Congress does not enter into the minute détails of an election law, be- 
cause these details can be’ more conveniently and more satis:actoiily provided 
by the State legislatures, and therefore an opportunity is.given them to pass 
the necessary acts forholding the elections. This they mav do or refuse. 

If they proceed to pass the necessary acts to carry the legislation of 
Congress into effect, then the elections will be peaceably and regularly 
held at the proper time, and in the proper manner; but if, from any 
cause, the States shall refuse to pass-such acts, they are not compelled 
or required to do so; and the only- effect of their refusal would be. that 
it would become the duty of Congress to make further enactments in 
order to carry their laws into effectual operation. The first course would 
be the most desirable, because, then each legislature would have passed 
on that part of the subject best suited to it; but in no case is there any 
force or compulsion on the State governments. 

They are left to the free and full exercise of their State sovereignty, 
and if in their-wisdom they shou d determine not to act, then further le- 
gislation will become necessary on the part of Congress. . : 

- Under the act of Congress above referred to, the tate of Virginia is 
entitled to fifteen members, which is five less.than the number which she 
has heretofore had. Virginia has heretofore been divided into twenty- 
one. congressiona! districts, and the act above referred to will make it 
necessary for the legislature of that State to reduce and reorganize the 
congressional districts. Still, Congress cannot compel, require, or com- 
mand the State of Virginia to so alter her laws; but if she refuses to do 
so, she will go unrepresented until the districts shall be so reduced in 
number. . 

The truth is, that the obligation on the State Legislature to divide the 
State into congressional districts, does not result from -the requirement or 
command of Congress: but it is a high moral obligation that is imposed_ 
by the constitution of the State, I believe that Congress has full and 
express constitutional power to pass the law in question, and that having 
done so, it is not competent for any legislature to nullify the same. For 
if one legislature may undertake to nullify and disregard that act of Con- 
gress, on the same principle other legislatures might nullify and disre- 
gard other acts of Congress, and thus our National Legislature would 
lead to anarchy, instead of contributing to the harmony, welfare, and 
prosperity of the Union. 

The Legislature of this State formerly enacted that the manner of hold- 
ing congressional elections in this State should be by general ticket. By 
the constitution. Congress has express power to alter ‘that manner of 
electing congressmen; and Congress, by express act, has so far altered 
the manner of holding elections, as to declare that all congressional elec- 
tiens shall hereafter be by single districts. I consider this law constitu- 
tional, and I cannot see any thing in it like a command or mandate to the 
States; but I do believe that the public interest and the constitution im- 
pose on the State legislatures a strong moral obligation to cause their 
act to conform to the general laws of Congress on this subject.. For the — 
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seasons above stated, I must respectfully-disserit from the opinions ex- 
„pressed in the.report of the majority.of said committee.

Have with great patience examined the subject to which their attention 
has been directed by the Senate’s resolution. 

By reference to the statement of the Bank, page 4 of Bank Report, 
Exhibit No. 1, we find the State charged for

By reference to the thirtieth section of the Bank Charter, it will be 
found that the Bank cannot loan its funds for a longer period than twelve 
months yand your committee are not aware that the General Assembly 
have at any time authorised a loan to be negotiated for so short a period. 
By an act entitled “an act to provide for building of a Capitol, and for 

- other purposes,” approved Feb. 2, 1837; an act entitled “an act sup- 
plementary to an act to provide for the building of a Capitol, and for 
other purposes.” approved February 11, 1839, and an act entitled “an 
act suppiementary to-an act entitled ‘an act to establish a general sys- 
tem of Internal Improvements in the State of Missouri, ” approved Fe- 
bruary 13, 1839, provision is made by law authorising the Governor to 
negotiate loans, but not for a period of twelve months. mS ck 

The two first mentioned acts authorise loans to be negotiated for the 
term of fiity years, but redeemable at the end of twenty-five years: the 
last named'act authorises the Governor to, negotiate a loan of twenty 

- thousand doliars, “payable at a period not*less than twenty-five years 
from date.” Your committeé see nothing in either of these acts that 
would autaorise the Bank to loan to the Governor, or that would author- 
ise the Governor to borrow of the Bank, any sum of money for a less pe- 
riod than twenty-five years; nor are your committee aware of the ex- 
istencé of any law that would authorise any such transaction. 

_ To enable your committee to investigate the subject satisfactorily, a 
resolution was introduced by their chairman, and adopted by the Senate, 


we 
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calling on the Executive for such information as might be in his posses- 
sion relative to the subject, which resolution is in the following words, 
to-wit: l ; - l ! ane 
` “Resolved, That His Excellency the Governor be requested to cause 
to be laid before the è enate information in rélation to tle State bonds is- 
sued under the several acts for building the capitol, to wit: ~ 

lst. As to what amount sold, to whom sold, at what place payable, and 
at what rate of interest, designating each by referring to the act anthor- ' 
ising the same. 

2nd. Whether there be any bonds issued by the State, under any of 
those acts, that have not been sold; if so, where they are, and why not 


sold ? By what authority and.on what conditions was the money for them 
obtained?” i 


In answer to which resolution, His Fxcellency, Governor Reynolds, 
communicated to the ~ enate so much of the correspondence between his 
predecessor and the Bank, relative to the subject, as was in the Executive 
Department; from which it appears that his predecesscr did, on the 29th 
day of May, 1837, pro ose to borrow of the Bank + 75,00 .; to whichthe 
Bank responded, through its President, that the lank would accept the — 
proposition, on condition that the Governor would receive the notes of | 
the following Banks, to wit: “:he Banks of Cincinnati, Kentucky, and - 
a part of the Banks of the city of New Orleans, as also the State Banks 
of illinois a.d Indiana;”? and the Bank President adds— ‘The restriction 
is necessarily imposed in consequence of the general suspension of specie 
payments on the part of the Banks.” 7 l 

Thus we see the Missouri Bank, in a little more than four months after 
the date of. its charter, dealing in the paper of suspended Banks, instead 
of expelling from the ttate this worthless trash, as was promised by its 
advocates. i 

It not only introduced it, but sought to make the then Executive of the 
State instrumental in its circulation. How far it succeeded, your com- 
~ mittes have not the means of ascertaining. 

On the 16th of February, 1839, the then Executive of the State ad- 
dre:sel a communication to the President of the Bank, informing him 
that the General Assembly had, on the 2d of that month, passed an act 
authorising a loan of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, for 
completing the Capitol, and informs him “thatthe object of the commu- 
nication was to know of him whether his Bank would take the bonds of 
the State, and furnish, as needed, the amount required: and whether the 
Bank could afford to allow a premium on the bonds.” Here is a direct 
proposition on the part of the Governor, who was bound to know the - 
law, to induce the Bank, the creature of. the State, to perpetrate an un- 
lawful act; and so great was his impatience, that onthe 25th (only nine 
days after, ) the Governor again addressed the President of the Bank on 
the subject, pressing him to reply. i ; l 

On the Ist of March, 1839, the President of the Bank -informed the | 
Governor that his proposition had been laid before the Board of Direct- 
ors, and that they had referred the subject to the Bank Attorney, “to ad- 
vise whether or not the power existed by the charter to buy-the bonds.”- 


On the fourth of March, 1832, the President of the Bank informed the

Executive that the Bank Attorney had:decided that the Bank had no j 
power to. buy State bonds} and:enclosed to His Excellency a copy of the 
attorney’s' opinion—which has been examined by your-committee ;' at the 
same time ‘enclosing to the Governor a copy of a resolution of the Board, 
proposing to loan to the State of Missouri, for twelve months, three hun- 
` dred-and forty-five thousand dollars; that is, ¢125,{ic0 for the Capitol, 
$200,000. for the Mormon war, and $20,0 0 for the Board of Internal 
Improvemets. In answer to which:the Executive on the i2th March, 
1839, closes the bargain with the Bank, by acceding to its proposal; and — 
by a communication from the Auditor of Public Accounts, accompanying 
the correspondence, your committee are informed that the bonds of the 
State, payable fifty years after date, redeemable in twenty-five years, for 
as much as was ob-ained for building of the capitol, have been issued 
and are now outstanding, and with the exception of forty thousand dol- 
lars sold to Prime, Ward & King, are in the hands of the Bank. 
_ The question presented itself to your committee, could the iixecutive law- 
fully receive money upon those bonds, except by actual negotiation? We 
think not. Again, could the Executive with the Bank Attorney’s decision 
and the Bank’s resolution before hirh, believe that he was selling the bonds 
to the Bink? It seems to your committee that this question admits only ofa 
negative answer. But of the Bank - what authority had that institution to 
loan the Exective one hundred-and seventy-five thousand dollars, to be re- 
placed by the State in twelve months? The Board of Directors had the law 
before then::—Your committee will not say that there was collusion in the 
matter, but they cannot resist the conclusion that the transaction, both on 
the part of the Executive and the Bank, was without the authority of law, 
and a dangerous precedent. i ‘ 

Let the example be once set, that any Executive can make the State re- 
sponsible otherwise than in the mode pointed out by the law, and there is no 
safety for the citizen—recognize the. doctrines that the Governor of the 
State can borrow money on the faith of the State, and upon terms in direct 
opposition to the law, and'that the people, by their representatives, are bound 
to fulfil his engagements, and the power of raising money becomes absoiute 
in the hands of the Executive, and without any restraint, and carries with it, 
necessarily the power of taxation. Such a doctrine would make the people 
slaves. Norcan your committee regard the conduct of the Directors of the 
Bank as less reprehensible than that of the Executive. _The Directors knew 
that the Tixecutive had no power to borrow money on the faith of the State, 
or to negotiate a loan, except on the terms and conditions prescribed by 
law; and it-was a gross violation of their duty, to become a party to a trans- 
action which was unsanctioned by any law, and regardless-of all right, and 
by which it was sought to make the people of the State responsible against 
their voice, as expressed in the law. l 

Your committee have thought it their duty to give the history of this af- 
fair, as well for the information of the Senate, as for those who may succeed 
them. Having, as your committee believe, fully shown the illegality of the 
_ Bank’s demand. they praprose to examine the expediency of complying. At 
the session of ’36 and 7, the people’s representatives consented to erecta 
capitol, on condition that the money could be borrowed for fifty years, at six 
per cent. interest, and the General Assembly of ’33 and 9, were induced to 
believe by the Governor’s Message, (see Senate Journal, page 21 and 22,) 
that $70,000 had been obtained upon those terms. The Executive then used 
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the following language: “A loan at par was obtained from the Bank of the 
State of Missouri, -of seventv thousand dollars, payable by instalments of- 


ten thousand dollars every three months, and the bonds of-the State to that - 


amount have been issued, bearing interest at the rate of six per cent. per 


annum for fifty years, but redeemable at the option of the State at the end.. 


of twenty-five years;”—consequently; provided for nogotiating an addition- 
- al loan of $125 000, upon the same terms; that is, at six per cent. interest, 
and payable at the end of fifty years, four years after which, the same peo- 
ple’s representatives are solemnly called upon to pay up now, principal as 
well as interest, with an empty treasury, the people hard pressed to meet 
their individual liabilities, State as well as individual credit greatly impaired, 
we are called upon to borrow money at ruinous rates of interest, and for 
what purpose? To pav a debt that would not have fallen due until 1887, 
and 1859, if the Pxecutive and the Directors of the Bank had been governed 
_ by the law. Bat the injustice of calling on the State now to refund the money 
borrowed by the Governor from the Bank, and loaned by the Bank to the 
Governor against law, is fully seen when we consider the enormous rate of 
interest, the State will have to pay in order to raise the money. The Bank 
loaned the money at six per cent. and we must now pay perhaps ten per 
cent. in order to return the loan. If the Bank can dispose of the bonds at 
six per cent, payable in fifty years, they arein its possession and can be made 


available. ‘These are the terms and no éthers upon which the State proposed” 


cto incur the debt for building the Capitol. and the Bank should be held to the 
law. Itis urged that the money should be refunded to the Baik now, to en- 
able that institution to loan it to the people—that is, the people must borrow 
money at ten per cent., to be placed in the Bank to be loaned ät six per cent. 
Such financial policy would prostrate any people upon earth. What would 
be thought of the individual who would borrow money at ten per cent. to 
loan again at six? Money may be borrowed to pay a debt-when due, at a great- 
er rate of interest than the original debt bore; but there is no debt due the 
Bank, The interest dne the Bink upon this loan, ougat to be punctually 
paid, and provision should be made by law for its payment semi-annually. 
Under every view of the subject, your committee are constrained to be- 
lieve that neither law or good faith requires the State to provide for refund- 
ing the money borrowed by the late Governor from the Bauk, until the ex- 
piration of the time limited by law for its payment. l 
The committee therefore have instructed me to ask the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolutions, to wit : 


Ist. Resolved, That legally, the State is under no obligation to redeem her 
bonds at an earlier period than by law their negotiation was authorised. 


nd. Resolved, That: all State officers should be held to strict accountabil- 
ity, and no miterial and wilful violation of law should be tolerated or suffer- 
ed with impunity.

. The Commissioners appointed to superintend the building of the Capitol, 
respectfully report, that the statement accompanving this report will show 
the amount expended, on what account, and to whom paid for the building 

—ofthe Capitol, since the last biennial report of the Commissioners. 

On the first of October, 1842, there was an unexpended balance in the 
Treasury, belonging to the Capitol Fund, amounting tothe sum of eighteen 
hundred and five dollars and forty-three cents. A part of this sum has since 
been expended as wiil be seen from the annexed statement. These expend- 
itures‘have been chiefly on account of contracts made previous to the last 
report of the Commissioners, and for the purchase of necessary materials. 

‘The work now remaining unfinished is a small part of the Carpenter’s work, 
and the plastering in the Rotunda and Passage. l 

Itis estimated that the sum of seven thousand dollars, in addition to the 
proceeds of the sales of lots in the City of Jefferson, will pay all demands’ 
against the Capitol and finish the building. No part of this sum, however, 
can be expended on the grounds surrounding the Capitol, without leaving 
the building unfinished. .The matters in difference between the Board of 
Commissioners and Messrs. A. L Boggs & Co., have never been, adjusted. 
The committee to whom this matter was referred recommend that Messrs. 
A. L. Boggs & Co, should be required to refund to the Commissioners.the 
sum of one hundred and seventy-nine dollars and eleven cents, as the unex- 
pended balance of the money advanced to them. ‘The whole matter now re- ` 
mains in this situation, and the attention of the General Assembly is respect- 
fully called to the subject, in order that the matter may be finally adjusted. 

' The Commissioners would recommend to the General Assembly to pro.’ 
vide for the care and preservation of the Capitol. Great danger is to be ap- 
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prehended for the want of the means of extinguishing fires... A suitable En- ` 
gine and apparatus should be procured with the least possible delay. It 
would now be almost impossibe to extinguish a fire arising from accident or ` 
design. Indeed, all the public buildings are now in great danger for the want 
of the usual means of extinguishing fires. 
The cost of a Fire-Iingine and the necessary apparatus would be very 
small in comparison with the risk that is now run for the want of them. It, 
= should also be the duty of some person to lodge in’ the Capitol, and take 
charge of the building. It is impossible for the Executive officers to bestow 
that personal care and attention to the public buildings which they require. 
The person having charge of the Capitol should at all times be near the build- 
ing, and frequentiy inspect all the apartments. 
The Capitolis now much exposed'to the depredations of lawless persons. 
Petty trespasses are certainly committed with impunity. It would perhaps 
be advisable to provide for the punishment of persons defacing, marking or 
otherwise injuring the public buildings. 
Some provision is necessary for enclosing the Capitol ground, and grading 
the hill to prevent injury from heavy rains. ~ 
All of which is respectfully submitted. .

Gentiemen: The 40th section of “Anact_to provide for the institu 
tion and support of a State University, and for the government of Colleges 
and Academies,” approved Feb. LL, 1839, makes ıt the duty of the Curators to 
report to the Secretary of State, an abstract of certain particulars connected 
with that institution; and the succeeding section of the same act makesit the 
duty of the Secretary of State to transmit a copy of such report to each House 
of the General Assembly, within the first week of their meeting. 

Ihave the honor herewith to transmit to‘the Senate a copy of-the reports 
received at this office, and mentioned in the law above cited.

REPORT FOR 184l. 


To James LL. Mrvor, Esq., Secretary of State for the State of Missouri > 


Whereas, by the 40th section, 2nd article of the “Act to provide for the 
institution and support of a State University, and for the government of Col- 
leges and Academies,” it is required of the Curators thereof, at each annual 
meeting of the Board to make a report to you, containing an abstract of all 
the returns made to them, “embracing a general view of the particulars con- 
tained therein; the condition, system of education, and discipline of all the 
Colleges, Seminaries and Academies, subject to visitation; the distribution 
made by them of the Seminary Fund not before reported; the names of the 
Colleges and Seminaries sharing therein, and the amount appropriated to 
each; the appropriations of the income of the Seminary Fund to other pur- 
poses, specifying the objects of such appropriations, and the amount of each, 
and expenditures account thereof; and an account and description of the Li- 
brary, philosophical and chemical apparatus, mathematical and other instru- 
ments purchased, and not before reported, and the cost thereof.” In con- 
sidering the objects intended to be accomplished by the Legislature in the- 
enactment of the above section, with reference to the well known condition 

-of the Seminary Fund, and to what has actually been done by the Board of . 
Curators, they are inclined to the belief, that in contemplation of law, this 
report is not now required at their hands; but least their withholding it might 
be thought discourteous, or they from all the circumstances be guilty of the 
neglect of a positive duty, they respectfully submit the following report: 

Some twelve months since the Curators, presuming from the dividend of 
the Seminary Fund, prior to that time, that on the first of January last, a div- 

_ idend would have been available to the objects contemplated by said act, they 

called a President of the University at an annual salary of two thousand five 
hundred dollars. He accepted the invitation, and arrived here in the month 
of February last, though his connection with the institution did not com- 
mence before the day of 1840. Before the President arrived, 
however, it was pretty well settled that we might not calculate upon any 
assistance from the Bank during present year. The Board being disappoint- 
ed in realizing their anticipations at the time of appointing the Pres.dent, 


2 
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felt no little embarrassment in providing the ways and means for the payment 
of his salary; but having in their Treasury moneys belonging to their sub- 
scription fund, which were not likely to be needed for erecting the Universi- 
ty before the Board might have it in their power of replacing them by means 
of the dividend of the Seminary Fund, borrowed of the Subscrition Fund 
$1250, for the purpose of paying his first semi- annual salary, which was paid 
him on the day of last. 

‘During a considerable portion of the session, recently closed, the Presi- 
dent. was profitably employed, aided by two competent professors i in the 
preparation of students to enter College at the opening of the University. 
Before the close of the session, however, the President was under the neces- 
sity of 1éturning to New York for his family. “When he left, the Board bor- 
rowed a further sum of one thousand dollars from the Subscription Fund, 
and placed it in his hands, for the purpose of purchasing a philosophical and 
chensical apparatus, and mathematical and scientific instr uments, knowing that 
without which the facilities of acquiring an education would be altogether too 
limited for a State University; and also, ia order that the Board of Trustees 
of Columbia College might make the necessary provision for the employment 
of three professors for the year 1542, the Curators have appropriated out of 

_said fund the further sum of $1150, and p aced it at the disposal of the Trus- 
tees, making the total suin borrowed of the- Subscription Fund 83,400, which 
sum the Board feel assured they will be enabled to refund by the dividends of 
the Seminary Fund, before or at the time it will be needed in payment for 
erecting the University. 

But whether they-shall realize this expectation or not, they feel confident 
that they could not have done otherwise without acting in bad faith towards 
the President of the University, and disappointing the just expectations of 
the community. 

Having called a President at a time when the endowment of the Universi- 
ty had nearly reached the $100,060, and the Bank was declaring the most 
liberal dividends, nothing seemed to the Board more reasonable than the be- 
lief of their having the necessar y means from the legitimate source, of pro- 
viding for the pay of the President’s salary, and for other needful purposes; 
and having elected the President, it was necessary that they should provide 
for the pay of his salary, aad in doing which, the necessity was equally as ap- 
parent, that the means should be fur nished him, as Jar as in the power of the 
Curators laid, of rendering the greatest amount of service to the country,

-UNIVERSITY OF THE STATE OF MISSOURI. 


The preparatory y department was opened on the L5th of April, and con- 
tinued through a Jung session of seven and a half months. The number of 
students in attendance during the session was forty-eight, of these thirty were 
pursuing-classical studies generally, with the intention of completing a reg- 
ular course of study in the University. 

In instruction, the President was assisted by Professor Hudson and Wil- 
ham Van Doren, A. M. `~] 

During the session, an extensive and valuable philosophical apparatus was 
ordered from New York, and arrived i in good condition. The sets of instru- 
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ments-were carefully selected by the President, and are admirably adopted 
to the illustration of the principles of méchanical, physical and astronomical 
science. The amount appropriated to this object was about $900. A few 
books were also ordered at the same time with a view to the foundation of 
a. University Library. The number has been increased by a gratifying and 
valuable donation of classical books from W. G. Minor, Esq., of Jefferson 
City. T : - 

By the appointment of Doctor Hadley, as an additional instructor for the 
coming year, provision has been made for courses of lectures on Chemistry 
and other branches of physical science; and a competent apparatus for the 
usual demonstration in these sciences, has been engaged, and is daily expect- 
ed under the care of the Professor. = 

Three of the regular collegiate classes have been already formed, and the 
preparatory school will be continued as a permanent department of the Uni- 
versity® Students not connected with the regular classes, will be admitted 
to the lectures of the professors withoutextra charge. The instructions of 
the coming year will be specially directed to the object of rendering the pat- 
ronage we may secure, available to a successful and auspicious opening of 
the University at the period of its complete organization. 

P. S: The apparatus referred to, costing the sum of $510, has arrived in 
good order.

REPORT FOR 1842.

To the Hon. JAMES L. MINOR, 


Secretary of. State: 


Str: In obedience to the 40th section of the “Act providing for the institu- 
tion and support of a State University,” the Curators thereof, respectfully re- 
port as follows, on the several matters committed to their charge, to wit: 


SUBSCRIPTION FUND. 


The contributions of the citizens of Boone to the State, for the benefit of . 
the University, made in consideration ofits location in that county, amounted 
to eighty-two thousand and three hundred dollars cash.and lands, estimated 
in 1839, to thirty-six thousand dollars. 


_The payments in the cash subscription have been made with such promp- 
titude as generally to be in advance of the charges upon it, and the little 
which remains behind will be paid upon the call of the collector. . 


BUILDINGS, &c: 


Under the 44th section of the aforesaid act, it is made the first duty of the 
Curators, after the site of the University should be located, to provide for the 
2o of suitable edifices thereon so far as the Subscription Fund should 
extend. 4 | 

The act contemplates the application of the whole of the Subscription Fund 


~ 
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to the permanent erections and improvements of the site, leaving it to subse- 

quent legislation to provide for the completion and ‘extension of such ‘im- 

provements. In compliance with those requisitions of the act and the gen- 

_eral wish of the subscribers themselves, the Curators proceeded to commence 
and prosecute permanent improvements on the ground, in ‘a style compati- 
ble with the’ munificence of the contributions. - 

The Curators in the discharge of this duty have kept steadily in view the 
principle of restricting their expenditures within the limits of the Subscrip- 
tion Fund, and if the donated land, had been early brought into market, 
the total available means from the Subscription Fund, would have been ade- 
quate not only to the completion of the improvements commenced by the 
Board, but to the prosecution of others, which they deem very desirable and 
indeed, essential to the decided prosperity and usefulness of the institution. 
Among these we may mention the purchase of books and apparatus, and such 
provision with regard to rooms and board, as will reduce the expense% of the 
student, and extend the benefits of the institution to every class of our fellow 
citizens. The Board are of opinion that it would not be good policy on the 
part of the State, to force these lands into market at the present time, but to 
hold them until better prices may be commanded, making provision for the ex- 
isting exigencies of the institution out of the State Treasury. If the Legisla- 
ture, however, should deem it inexpedient to make-an appropriation cover- 
ing the exigencies of the case, the sale of the lands will become indispensa- 
ble, although there may bea sacrifice, of which the Board entertain not a 
doubt; nor is it the opinion of the Board that the sale of the lands would 
free them from embarrassment, as their liabilities by the time the present im- 
provements shall have been completed, will exceed the cash subscription 
some fifteen thousand dollars. The corner stone of the main edifice was 
laid on the 4th day of July, 1840, and the keys will probably be delivered to 
the Curators on or before the Ist day of February, 1843. ‘The building in 
its progress has been under the supervision of a committee assisted by the ac- 
complished architect, who designed it, and the Board take pleasure in saying, 
as they do with entire confidence, that the quality of- the workmanship is 
every way creditable to the skill and fidelity of the contractors, and it is with 
a just pride that the Board will present as the fruit of the Subscription Fund, 
an edifice which will stand for ages to come a monument of taste and liber- 
ality, honorable to the infant energies of our State. 

Seventy-four thousand four hundred and ninety-four dollars, is the amount 
for which the edifice was originally undertaken. In the progress of the 
work some changes have been made in the contract with a view to improve * 
the convenience, safety and durability of the structure, which will draw after 
them some additional expenditure. 

The principal items of extra charge are, the substitution of copper for 
zinc inthe covering of the roof, the enlargement of the building, coping 
the parapet walls, and lightning rods. The Curators have no doubt that the 
preservation of the building required these changes. The seating and fur- 
niture of the lecture rooms were not embraced in the original contract.— 
These and other items of extra charge wiil probably amount to six or eight 
thousand dollars. The Curators have also in further discharge of their offi- 
cial duties provided for the erection of a commodious dwelling house for the 
- President, on the University grounds east of the main edifice, on a line with 
it. The building has been delivered by the contractors, and is now occupied. 

The plan of improvement contemplates a continuation of the line by the 


; 
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erection of another dwelling at the corresponding position on the left of the 
main edifice. The erection of this building however will depend upon the 
condition of’ the Treasury after the other portions of the plan shall be per- 
fected. The enclosure of the grounds will demand the early attention of the 
Board after the completion of the principal edifice, and will constitute an ade 
ditional item of charge on the subscription fand“ 


ORGANIZATION OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


In accordance with the provisions of the 24th section, the Board at 
their annual meeting in October, 1810, appointed John H. Lathrop, A. 
M., President of the University for the term of six years, who entered 
on the duties of his office March Ist, 1841. In accordance with the 
views of the President, the Curators deemed it expedient that courses of 
instruction should be opened in the old College building, in order to the 
preparation of young gentlemen for the regular University classes, when 
the new edifice should be completed, and a faculty of arts should be ful- 
ly organised. The expenditure for the instruction, books and apparatus 
necessary to carry out these views, is of course a charge upon the income 
of the Seminary Fund. Owing to the unlooked for and continued deficit 
of means from this source, it has been necessary to provide them from 
other s»urces, and the Treasury is now in advance to the income of the 
Seminary Fund about $3009, as will appear from the subjoined account. 

For information in regard to the history, condition and prospects of 
the preparatory school, we bég leave to refer you to the second annual 


- report of the President to the Board, which we transmit to you herewith. 


We fully agree with the President in his conclusions that the institution 
has now arrived at that point of progress which demands a full and per- 
fect organization of the University of the State of Missouri, by the cre- 
ation of the appropriate departments of instruction, and thé appointment 
of professers to fill the several chairs. The edifice is hastening to its 
completion. The several University classes have already been formed 
under the supervision of the President, and an expectation has been 
raised in the public mind that the regular organization of the institution 


- would follow the completion of the edifice. The Curators believe that 


it would be.sound policy onthe part of the State to meet this expecta- 
tion by such action as will inspire universal confidence, call out an ex- > 
tended public patronage and*place the University on a permanent basis, 
In order however to this very desirable result, the Curators deem it es- 
sential that sucha disposition of the Seminary Fund be made by the Le- 
gislature at their coming session, as will enable the Board to rely on a 
uniform and certain income from it. The experience of the last two 
years has demonstrated fully, that unless there be some modification of 
the present investment of the Seminary Fund, its annual proceeds will be 
too irregular and uncertain to justify the Board of Direction, in creating and 
filling Professorships, or entering on any line of policy, or on any per- 
manent system, however desirable, involving a fixed yearly expenditure. 

Inasmuch as the income of the Seminary Fund, constitutes the only 
means placed in the hands of the Curators by the Legislature, for carry- 
ing on the institution, it seems to be proper in this connection to submit 
a few remarks relative to the history and condition of that Fund. Itis 
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unnecessary to say that it is a trust fund, consisting originally in lands 
donated by the General Government, and held by the State for-the bene- 
fit of the University. In the conversion-of the trust into the form of 
money, it is a matter of history, that a policy was. pursued extremely lib- 
eral to the settler. The lands were sold at minimum prices and in the 
aggregate, at a rate very greatly below their real value. The proceeds 
of these sales have amounted in all to a fraction less than seventy-eight 
thousand dollars. This sum- has been invested in capital stock of the 
Bank of the State of Missouri, and as ordered by law; has accumulated 
by the investment of dividends, till it has. reached $100,000, and from 
and after this time the dividends will be available in the hands of the Cu- 
rators for the uses of the University. |

OF the last dividend, after filling up the fund, there remained a balance 
of $1662 30, which constitutes the whole amount which has yet accrued 
to the institution from the fund in question. This sum has been drawn 

by the board and paid to the President and Professors. ‘Had the best 
public investment been made on bond and mortgage, at the period when 
the Bank was chartered, the available proceeds, after filling up the prin- 
cipal to 100,009, would have amounted in all to more than ¥15,600.— 
Had the-Bank after 1810, continued to declare dividends equal to the . 
average of preceding years, the Fund would have been filled up in Jan- 
uary, 1841, and a surplus of $13,900 would have accrued available to 
the uses of the University by the first of July of the present year. We 
group together the above statements in order that it may be seen ata 
glance, how far the expectations of all parties concerned in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the University have been disappointed by the un- 
productiveness of the Seminary Fund, in its present form, and the neces- 
sity of some suitable Legislative provisions in order that the Seminary 
Fund may be made to accomplish the great and valuable purposes for 
which it was entrusted to the State, and placed under its guardianship 
and control. 


We take leave of the subject with the confidence that this great pub- 
lic trust will be faithfully discharged, and that the exigencies of the in- 
stitution will be met by the Legislature in a proper spirit. 


We subjoin a detailed statement of the condition of the Treasury, to 
which we beg leave to invite your attention. i i

To the Curators of the State University: 


GENTLEMEN: In obedience to the provisions of the 25th section of “an act 
to provide for the institution and support of a State University, and other. 
purposes,’ i have the honor to transmit to you my second annual report, 
touching matters committed to my special supervision. 


GROUNDS. 
The provisions of the section committing the general superintendence of 
the buildings and grounds, to the President of the University, seem to con- 
template the preservation and ornament of the same after the permanent 
erections and enclosures shall have been made. 
As all these matters are now in the hands of the building committee, I 
_make no suggestions in reference to them, except in connection with subse- 
quent items of report. l 
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APPARATUS. 


Early in the present year the boxes of philosophical apparatus, and math- 
ematical instruments, which, in obedience to the order of your Board, I had 
selected, and caused to be forwarded from New York, were opened and found — 
in excellent order. The whole has been subsequently arranged in suitable 
cases and a commodious lecture room has been fitted up, in the. main edifice, 
for its reception. A course of experimental lectures was commenced, and 

"is now in progress of delivery. The apparatus is found to be sufficiently ex- 
~ tensive for the illustration of most of the principles of Natural Philosophy 


and Astronomy, aid weil adapted to that end. ‘I subjoin a list of the appa-

We have assuranees from the Hon. L. F. Linn, that several velumes of 
public documents will be transmitted to us from the Department of State, 
Washington. It gives me’pleasure, also to announce the reception of a do- 
nation of valuable books from W. G. Minor, Esq., of the city of Jefferson, 
comprising a complete set of Livy’s Roman History. I need hardly to sug- 
gest to your Board, the very great importance of the early provision for the 
foundation and annual increase of such a library as shall be creditable to an 
institution of this grade. 


INSTRUCTION. 

In accordance with suitable provisions made by your Board, courses of in” 
struction were opened in Golumbia College, in April, 1841, with a view to 
the preparation of students for entrance into the University classes, when 
the main edifice should be completed, and a faculty of arts fully organised. 
The whole number-of studeats to whom instruction has been rendered up to 
this time, is seventy-four. ‘Of this number, two will be prepared for the 
Senior Class, four: for the Junior Class, eight for the Sophomore Class, and 
eighteen. for the Freshman €lass,.at the commencement of the next session. 

In connection with the regular collegiate classes, ten will pursue the scien- 
tific part of the course. Exclusive therefore of the patronage which may. 
be reasonably expected from other sources, we- shall begin the next session - 
with forty-two students, arranged in the regular University Classes. In ad- 
dition to this number, we have six pursuing classical studies, with a view 
either to a full or a partial course in the University, and five pursuing English 
studies exclusively. 

I have been assisted in instruction ably and faithfully by Messrs. Hudson, 
Hadley, and Van Doren. In addition to the holding of recitations in the va- 
rious classes under their charge, Mr. Hudson has delivered an extended. 
course of Philosophical Lectures, running through the year, and Doctor Had- 
ley a full course on Chemistry. The instructions of Mr. Van Doren have 

” been-for the most part in the Classical Department by recitation and exam- 
-ination. Thevdiligence and proficiency of the students,in the various classes, 
have been decided, and satisfactory. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


In this respect it is believed that all has bien done which wou!d be advisa- 
ble and proper in this stage of the history-of the Institution. We are as yet 
in the process of transition from a common grammar school to a regular con- 
stituted University. We have in the same rooms, students ofall ages and of - 
various degrees of attainment; and while we are gradually depart ting from 
the regimen-_of the grammar school, it would be unwise to assume at once 
that of the Univer sity. 

When the main edifice shall havs been completed, and a full an of arts 
constituted, we shail be able. to separate the preparatory and collegiate de- 
partments, ‘and mature a system of discipline best adapted to the condition 
of each: While a strict personal supervision is the appropriate regimen for 
the grammar school, young gentlemen in the University should, li ke men-in 
society, be placed under a government of law. And to this end it willfall” 
within the province of the legislative power in the University, to frame and 
promulgate such ordinances and regulations, as will commend themselves to 
the good sense of the governed, and will bear a vigorous and undeviating ex- 
ecution, embracing within its scope that amount of moral suasion and | per- 
sonal influence, which should attend in all cases the administration of law. 
Our present collegiate year will close on Thursday the 27th of October. It 
-will be inferred from the foregoing remarks, that the appropriate period will 

soon arrive for the full and permanent organization of the University. The 
main edifice will be ready for our reception, and the four University Classes 
will have been regularly constituted at the opening of the first session of the 
coming year. Were the Seminary Fand productive, there would be no good 
reason for deferring to a more distant period the arrangement of the several 
departments of instruction, and the full organization of a Faculty of Arts. 

Thad the honor to submit to you at the first meeting of your body, after 
my arrival, a plan of organization embodying, in the main, my views on that 

point. The details of the plan might be varied according to circumstances ; 
but I regard it as a vital principle, under any arrangement of details, that the 
emoluments of .memters of the Faculty should be in part certain, and in part 
contingent, depending on the sucess of the Institution. Whenever such an 
‘organization shall be perfected, | repeat the assurance of my willingness to 
come into the measure, and to subject my salary to the operation of the same 
principle. 

Should the condition of the Seminary Fund, however, not justify the full 
organization of the Institntion, and a provisional ar rangement be continued, 
it is important that such a.-tion should be taken before the close of the session, 
as will enable us to issn. our prospectus for the coming year; assuring the 
community that the fn-titution shall be continued in operation, and that its 
arrangements wili be such as to meet any probable amount of public patron- 
age. “Tf your hody, however, should deem it unwise to provide further means 
for a provisional arrangement, on the faith of the Seminary Fund, I would 
submit the following pr roposition : : Provided rooms be suitably furnished in 
the main edifice, and the prompt payment of my salary be secured, J will take 
the Institution, with the proceeds of tuition, for one session, without further 
charge on the fund, employing on my own responsibility, and at my own 
charges, the requisite assistance. 

I would ear nestly recommend to the Board the adoption of this proposi- 
tion, provided nothing better can be done ; for it would be weakness to shut 
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our eyes to the disastrous consequences of. a breaking up of the Institution at 
this crisis: greatly impairing in the public mind that confidence in its perma- 
nencé, and stability, which they must feel-before they will be induced to ex- 
tend toit their general patronage.: Such‘an arrangement would carry us be- 
yond the period of the séssion of: the Legislature, and enable us to shape our 
futuré action intelligently, in full view of the means dnd capabilities of -the 
Institution. S nS S ATE o SF 
It is obvioùs that the intervention of the Legislature, at the present crisis, 
is necessary, in order to the continuance and prosperity of ‘the University. 
Let us not be-presented in a state of. suspended animation: : Let us go before 
them a living Institution, with confident- reliance on the disposition of the 
State to meet our just claims in an enlightened spirit.

The committee on Agriculture, to whom was referred so much of the-Gov-- 
ernor’s Message as relates to the standard of weights and measures transmit-- 
ted to this State by the United States, beg leave to make the following report:. 

‘The committee have examined the boxes containing the weights and mea- 


sues referred to, and which were opened for the. first time by your commit-. 


tee, Th iey. found one of the boxes.to contain certain weights, made: of brass,. 
and varving frem one ounce w eight to pounds. The other: box contain- 
ed only one measure, which was made of brass, and corresponded with the- 
English yard measure. No other weights or measures were shown to your: 
ana and they were informed that none other had been received. 
Your committee entertain the opinion that it would be inexpedient to- 
cause a comparison to be instituted between the standard weights and mea- 
sure received {rom the United States, and those now commonly used by the- 
citizens of our State. There is upon cur statute bock, a law regulating. 
weights, and the content of measures, and your committee see no good rea-. 
son why this. law, which seems to be suficient to proteċt the interests.of the 
community, and was, no doubt, enacted with a proper consideration for, their 


specific gravity and content. 


Your “committee believe that no ` good, but that a great deal of inconve-- 
nience and expense will arise to the cummunity from a repeal of our present 
law, and the adoption of the standard used by the United States. In addi-. 
tion, your committée believe that it would be advisable to defer action on. 
this matter until it can be ascertained’ whether or not a full supply of liquid. 
and dry measures can be obtained from the General’ Government. ' Hf they 


„can be obtained, a general law on this subject can be passed, embracing, in: 


one enactment all the interests connected with this matter..

The amount on hand as supposed, thirty thousand hogsheads, at: iire dol-

As our trade is now carried on, this heavy amount of our produce will be 
carried principally to New Orleans ard made subject to the legislative enact- 
ments of Louisiana, that body being only interested in speculation i in tobac- 
cO, hence,.we may readily infer that the interest of the growers will not be 
very closely attended to. 2 

The tobacco shipped to New Orleans, is generally first shipped to St. Talis 
is, that being a short distance, it is not uncommon for it to be placed: in the 
bow of the. boat, or on the guards, exposed to the weather—when it arrives 
it is to remain so short a time that itis not stored with much care. From 
thence it is shipped to New Cr rleans— there thrown on the wharf, perhaps 
exposed to the rain before it is stored, by that time the hogshead is thorough- 
ly wet and muddy, if the tobacco is not also; it is then stored in this condi- 

. tion, the houses in which it is placed, badly arranged,. and in that damp and 
warm climate, the tobacco moulds in a short time, and when opened shows 
toa bad advantage. The outside from the moisture absorbed from the hogs- 
head is frequently injured and has to be reduced or crossed. In this way 
our j lanters are frequently much disappointed by having their tobacco cros- 
sed, when they expected it to pass in the first class. 

It is sometimes the case that the outside of the tobacco, from the causes 
above enumerated, has to be taken off, in which case the planter sustains a 
loss, beth in quantity and quality, and the tobacco in appearance very much 
injured, brings but little. Heavy losses are thus annually sustained, which 
call for legislative interference. £ 

Your committee find that some of the foreign countries with which we 
trade, have in the place of very high duties, adopted government monopolies 
which operate equally prejudicial 1 to our tobacco interests. Where a mo» 
nopoly by the government is adopted, the quantity to be purchased for the 
use ol their subjects is annually fixed by law, and agents sent to this country 
to make the purchase. - 

The ae of New Orleans is an' unhealthy place, particularly to strangers, 
and i! the foreign agents visit that place to purchase tobacco, their purchases 
are mide in a precipitate manner, and for fear of the sickly season, they fre- 
quentiy leave bef re the close of the tobacco market for that year, thereby 
creatiig fluctuations in the value of the article. 

Kentucky sends her tobacco to New Orleans also. It is an article much 
inferivr to that raised in this State, but the tobacco from both States being 
inspected, classed and branded at the same.place, and in the same way, re- 

_duces our tobacco from that high character to which it is justly entitled from 
its very superior quality. In consideration of the foregoing and other rea- 
sons which we submit, your committee recommend that the State erect a 
warehouse for the inspection and.storage of tobacco in the city. of St. Louis. 

Your committee will. now, urge in favor of the erection of the warehouse 

‘for, tobaceo;in St. Louis, that it is,a healthy situatidn—foreign agents “would 
‘therefore: ‘be; more: likely, tọ: yisit it for, the purpose of making, ‘their purchases, 
and would not fear to remain on account of health, until the close of the 
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market fortheseason.. They would bring with.them a large amount of cap. 
ital, so much needed at this time. If the State owns the.house, and conducts. 
the inspection, it will inspire confidence in the speculators and growers,— 
To have the confidence of both is very important, and your committee are 
of opinion that this confidence cannot be had so long as it is. left entirely to 
the care of individuals, l l 
Tobacco from its nature, and the manner of putting up for market, requires 
a warehouse of different construction’ from other warehouses, it should be 
kept dry, and the tobacco stored free from any danger of moisture from the. 
earth. ya 9 An 
Your committee will urge the cost of transportation to New Orleans, of 
the present crop of, as supposed, 30,000 hogsheads of tobacco, at six dollars 
per. hoghshead, making $180,000, an amount at once, at least six times tho 
sum necessary to procure a warehouse in St. Louis, where our tobacco — 
should be carried—where it will be in good condition, show to advantage,’ 
and doubtless command a fair price. ` 
The growers will bave an opportunity of going to market with their crops 
and there ascertain the kind ot tobacco desired, and adopt their management , 
accordingly. Your committee will state that the tobacco being purchased 
in St. Louis in large quantities, will be shipped more directly, be started in 
good order, and stopping, if at all, a very short time at any one place, till it 
arrives at its destination, will be in much better condition than heretofore, 
and give to itin foreign markéts, the character it so richly merits. 
> Your committee are of opinion that the erection of a warehouse in St. Louis 
for the inspection and storage of tobacco, will be an important step towards 
the encouragement of an extensive and lucrative foreign commerce, without 
which any State will labor under many disadvantages and losses, for every 
time produce changes hands, a prospect of profit must exist, which is some- 
times very great, and a loss is sustained by the grower in every change of 
hands, which is profitable, and the profits go to citizens of other States, 
which is well calculated to keep us poor, or at least greatly retard our pro- 
gress to wealth. l 
‘The interests of the citizens of this State require of the Legislature the 
passage of such laws as will promote their happinéss and secure to them the 
highest reward for their industry and labor. > 
Your çommittee know of no course of legislation so well calculated to se- 
cure a fair reward to industry as an encouragement to commerce. Nature, 
has done much for our State in the way of navigable water courses, soil and 
“climate. By wise legislation we shall be able to export an amount of pro- 
duce to foreign markets, which, when there exchanged for those articles de- 
sired by us of their manufacture or production will give a supply fally equal 
to our wants, thereby freeing us from hewing wood and drawing water for 
the cities of New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore, which not only carry 
on commerce for themselves, but for us also, at an enormous annual expense, 
which operates as a continual drain cn our circulating medium. = 
- The only fair and profitable commerce that can be carried on between any 
two nations, is an exchange of the growth and manufactured articles of the 
one, for the same of the other. To base our commerce on this, should be

The ce mmittee will state that Virginia; the first tobacco State in the Walon:

Your cemmittee recommend that Inspectors of tobacco should be prevent- 
ed by law from purchasing the article for themselves, fur speculation, or as 
agents of others.

Louis, and regulating the inspection of tobacco, which they recommend the 
General Assembly to pass, believing that it will be advisable to borrow the 
money to erect said house, which will only operate as a loan of the credit of 
the State, for the amount arising mom storage will in ten years pay the prin- 
cipal and iuterest.

“The Select Committee to whom were referred the bill entitled, “An act to 
staklish the line dividing the counties of Taney and Ozark,” as also a remon- 
strance egainst the establishing ofthe line ren by Johnson Burris in the present 
year, as the line between said counties, have had the same under considera- 
tion: Upon examination, we find the bil provides that the line run by. 
Jobnson Burris, of Ozark county, and James Wright, of Taney county, shall 
be the j ermanent line between the two counties. By reference to the law 
organizing Ozark county, we find that the range line between ranges six- 
teen and seventeen, constitutes the, west boundary of said county. ‘We are 
not advised that the citizens of either Gzark or Taney are dissatisfied with the 
line designated by Jaw; but that the survey was ordered by-the two coun- 
ties in order to ascertain its situation, Ss the 1 range line between ranges sixteen 
and seventeen has not yet beenrun by the General Government,) from the re- 
monstiance we learn that the survey was commenced at the north-west cor- 
ner of Ozark county, and the line prolonged south, seven degrees west to 
the southern boundary of the State; two great errors were committed in des 
termining this line: first as to the variation, and secondly, as to the place of

REPORT a 
Of the Committee on Internal Improvement, presented to the Senate, Janu- 
ary 20, 1543. 


The subject of Internal Improvement, both by the States and the General 
_ Government, is one that has as generally, and as intensely engaged theat- 
tention of the people, as perhaps any other; andthe reason why this is so, is in 
the opinion of your committee, very palpable. Through all time, the strongest 
and most pervading feeling of humanity has been the promotion of its inter- 
est, and when approached with any scheme, that bears the least appearance 
of promoting that interest, the energies of body and mind are immediately 
enlisted, and but one other scheme within the knowledge of your committee, 
that of paper money, has ever imposed so heavy burdens, through the credu- 
lity that selfishness engenders, upon the great mass of the community, while 
“In almost every instance, have all the advantages been reaped by the designing 
few, who prostitute the faculties which Heaven bestowed upon them,by preying 
upon the less designng & Jess wary. Your committee will take occasion here to 
observe, that they have an utter abhorrence to all artificialities—all hot house 
systems. Your committee do not wish to be understaod as being averse to 
all expénditures that have for their object the facilitating, communication, 
and the transporting the products.of industry, and_all other commodities, 
from one part-of our widely spread country to another; but they do wish to 
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be undérstcod us insisting, that too much care in the arringement, too much 

scrutiny as to the utility, and too much regard as to the ability, ultimately, 
of those whose duty it is in every instance, to discharge the liability—can- 

not be observed. Do any, for a moment suppose, that if the States of Ilinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New. York, could have possibly been im- 

duced to believe that their acts for the last ten years would have produced 
the state of things that now exist, that they would thus have acted, at least 

to the same extent? We presume not. Then, it is our province to learn 

from the experience of others, and happy will it be for us if we fail not to 

profit thereby. Let us never forget that it was discovered some considera- 

ble time since, that a whistle might cost too much. If a republican form of 

government has any evils, it is perhaps ore—that the road to preferment be- 

ing alike open to ail, begets a powerful competition, and so long as covetous- 

ness, enthusiasm, or prejudice, retains so powerful an influence over the 

minds of mortals, so long will there be found individuals who will use those ` 
passions, to secure their own aggrandizement at the expense of the many, 

while truth and reason appealing only to the sober judgment, is too often 

passed unheeded by; and in the opinion of your Commiitee, there is no one 

subject upon which humbuggery has been practiced to a greater extent, than . 
this same subject of Internal Improvement. 

But your committee may be told that the people of Missouri have 
nothing to fear at the hands of their representatives in this matter, at this 
time, as nothing further is proposed to be done than to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the 500,000 acres of land granted to this State by Congress. Your 
committee do not pretend to say,or intimate, that they are one whit wiser than 
the humblest of their cofemporaries, but they will express themselves clearly 
upon this point. The man who believes that Internal Improvement will stop 
after it shall once have begun, supposing the projects new agitated, are com- 
menced, with the expenditure of the proceeds of the 500,UC0 acres of land, 
diflers from us considerably in his belief. Is it probable that 500,000 acres 
of land at $1 25 per acre wotld complete one moiety of the improvement, 
projects in agitation? If not,then surely it would be most unwise to commence 
them. For, if appropriations for any less amount than is actually required 
to complete the works, are made, how will the General Assembly be hereaf- 
ter approached? We answer, as other bodies have been approached, on this 
subject, and the conclusion will be, “in for a penny, in for a pound”—a result 
that requires no seer to foretell. 

Your committee would most seriously urge upon the Senate that too great 
caution cannot be used as to the appropriations to be made, based upon the 
proceeds of the sales of the 509,000 acres of land donated by ‘Congress to 
this State. Your committeé are induced to urge this caution froma consider- 
ation to which they have already alluded, that is, that such appropriations 
be made as will not of necessity require more to be made than our fund will 
allow; for if that particular is not attended to, and improvements be com- 
menced, that that fund will not complete, the result will be that a heavy debt 
must be incurred, heavy taxation submitted to, or what has been expended,be 
lost. Against thesysten: of incurring enormous;debts,to carry on these works, 
your committee feel they cannot express themselves tod strongly; and your 
committee do uot hesitate further to say that of the two evils, (if there could 
be absolute necessity for either,) they would prefer to submit to immediate 
‘taxation, rather than to find themselves, and leave their children saddled 
With‘an enornious losd of debt. ` Let .us leave to posterity as many benefits 
as we can, but let us make their situation no worse than our own.

emigration, togetner wita the dificulties and privations to which the pioneer 
is always subjected, have in a great degree, prevented him from turning his 
attention to the immense hindrances to his prosperity, that exists in the heavy 
charges and expenses to which every article requiring transportation is sub- 
ject.

- Your committee ‘unhesitatingly declare it as -their serious belief, that if 
there ever was a project that would justify the expense necessary to carry it.. 
into effect, this is certainly one; and we again urge upon the present General 
Assembly, such an appropriation as will secure this most desirable object. 
Your committee are of opinion that an appropriation should also be made 
in conformity with the estimates contained in the report hereinbefore refer- 
red to, for the improvement of North Grand River, as fur as the forks of said 
river. Your’ committee have declined to report any bill in conformity with 
the views of the foregoing report, for the reason that the Senate has been in- 
formed of the introduction of a bill into the other branch of this General As- 
sembly, so nearly in accordance with their views as in their opinion to fender 
it unnecessary.

The committee to whom was referred the bill in relation to the removal-of 
the county seat of St. Clair county, have had the same under consideration, 
‘and a minority of the same beg leave to submit the-foilowing report, to wits- 
Your committee have had before them many petititions and remonstrances, 
and other papers, in relation to the removal of said county seat, and find di- 
- vers petitioners, amounting to about two hundred and forty-nine, specially 
addressed to the county court of St. Clair county, asking a removal accord- 
ing to law; also, a petition to the Legislature with about one hundred and 
thirty names, praying the Legislature to appoint commissioners to locate the 
county seat of said county at a point near the centre, and to repeal the law 
by which said county seat was located in 1841, charging that there was fraud 
practised in focating said county seat. Your committee also find a remons- 
trance against the petition to the Legislature, containing about three hundred 
and thirty names, together with many names on a remonstrance who had 
heretofore sigued the petition for removal, and who state that they have been 
induced to sign the petition by misrepresentation, and are now in favor of 
the present location. : a 
- Thus taking into consideration all the petitions to the county court, togeth- 
er with the petitions to the Legislature, and after making the proper deduc- -

‘the donations heretofore made at Osceola, which would necessarily require

election for that point in 1848.

_ Your committee will state that the same kind of conveyances are required 
to be made to certain larids at the centre, with like conditions, but the same 
injury: to jadividuals would not be sustained, there being no town and pro- 
bably no improvements.

The bill proposes an increase of the State tax from twelve and a half: 
cents on the hundred dollars, to sixteen and-two-third cents on the hun- 
dred dollars, being an increase of about thirty-four per. cent. 

Your committee are of opinion that increased taxation should never be 
resorted to, only to preserve the pledged faith of the State, or'to meet 
the necessary expenses of government, administered in an economical 
way. The question presents itself—will it be absolutely necessary to 
raise the taxes at this time? Your committee think not, and will only 
assign a few reasons, without going into a minute examination of the 
Auditor’s estimates. . l ne Pee 

By the Auditor’s report at the commencement of the session, it will 
be seen from his supposed estimate, that the revenue will not much more 
than defray the ordinary expenses for the next two years ; but your com- 
mittee are of opinion, that there will be an inerease of revenue arising 
from the- taxes on notes, bonds, and money loaned at interest, in conse- 
quence of an act of this session, amendatory of the former act on that_ 
subject; also the act passed at this session for the sale of lands, forfeit- 
ed to the State for taxes. A ; 3 

It is confidently anticipated, that a very considerable revenue will be 
realized under this act, as also from the vast quantity of land which will 
become taxable this and the next yéar. l 

At the same time, your committee are of opinion that the ordinary,ex- 
penses of government will be lessened by the acts of this session in re- 
lation to costs in criminal cases ; in relation to wolf scalps, and the act 
leasing the Penitentiary, thereby the well supposed increase arising from 
the sale of lands forfeited to the State, and_the additional lands which 
will be taxable, and the saving in the ordinary expenses of government, | 
as above set forth, it seems a revenue suficient ought to be left to meet 
any just demands against the State, together with the. interest as it falls - 
due on State bonds. > . - 

Your committee are opposed to an increase of taxation at this time, as 
it would be oppressive on the people during so great a depression and 
scarcity of money. If the revenue should not be sufficient to meet the 
ohligations of the State, as they fall due, and defray the ordinary expen- 
ses of the government, it will be owing to the hardness of the times, and 
a low value fixed upon property by the assessors, showing that money is 
worth more, and property less than formerly, which makes it a well set- 
tled principle in the mind of your committee that the ordinary expenses 
of government should be brought within the limits of the revenue at the 
present rates of taxation. : l

' Stk: The copy of & resolution, of the Senate dated the 19th instant, 
réquiring the Register of lands “to inform the Senate whether there would 
be produced any inconvenience in his department, or in that of the Au- 
ditor of Public Accounts, or in any-manner prejudice to the public inter- 
ést, by repealing so much of the first section of an act amendatory to an 
act entitled, tan act for levying, assessing, and collecting the revenue, 
approved February 6, 1837,’ as requires the clerks of the county courts 
of this: State to make’an abstract’ of all the Jands subject -to taxation-in — 
their respeetive counties, with their valuation, and the tax on each tract 
orlot,”” hasbeen received, and the subject of enquiry fully considered. 
From the investigation which I-have given the subject, I am satisfied that 
the-abstract‘alluded to might with propriety be dispensed with, and'I am 
sure that no inconvenience would, by dispensing with the abstract, arise 
in the transactions of this office, orn that of the Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, nor do I believe that, the public interest would be prejudiced or - 
endangered, by repealing the law-alluded to. Because my opinion seems 
to be opposed to a long established practice, I willaskleave here to state 
some of: tlie principal reasons that have influenced me in this decision. 

The clerks of the county courts were, prior to the passage of the act 

“alluded te in the resolution, for a number of years, required to send an- 
nually to the Auditor of Public Accounts, a copy of the tax book of their 
county. ` Since the taking effect of this act, they have sent the abstracts 
of real estate only. Knowing that such has been the practice for a great 

_ many years, I have examined the matter more than I otherwise should have 
done. .. But every’ reflection on this subject has only established more 
firmly the belief. that the abstract of lands alluded to, is of no use in, this 
office, and that its. cost is.an unnecéssary burden upon the Treasury. .. 

By. the existing revenue laws, the clerk of each county court is requi- 
red to make out and forward to the Auditor of Public Accounts, annual- 
ly, an.aggregate statement of the taxes due upon each object of taxation . 
in his county, and also a receipt of his collector. It is by this statement 
of the:clerk. that the collectors are charged, and not by any thing con- 
tained in.the abstract of real estate. oe a SS 

The principal use that I have heard any one ascribe to those abstracts 

_ is, that they amount to a checkupon the collectors of the revenus, should 
they attempta fraud upon the revenue laws, by increasing the valuation, 
and tax due upon their non resident delinquent land,list. It is difficult 
to perceive how those abstracts amount to a‘check upon the collectors, 
when the non resident delinquent list of the collector is not bound to 
correspond with the abstracts. l 

The sheriffs list of delinquent lands is a sworn copy of the tax book of 

_his county, and cannot be correeted by the abstracts furnished to this of- 
fice by the clerks, or by any other document except the tax book. Again,

The costs for the páyment of which this bill provides were savaiied for 
guarding two slaves named Fanny and Alick, Who were indicted for ‘murder 
in Lincaln county. and removed by change of venue.to Warren county. 
There was no jail it Warren county; and it be¢ameé nécessaty-to summon 
a guard to secure the prisoners. A trial of the slave Fanny took place in 


Warren county, and she was condemned to be hung, and was still kept guar- ` ` 


ded by the sheriff of said county, awaiting ‘the day of execution; but a- writ 
of error was obtained, and the judgment suspended, tiJ.a hearing was had 
in the Supreme Court. The Supreme Court detéTmined that a. changé of 
venue had been illegally and erroneously made from—Lincoln to Warren 
county, and for that and several other material causes of‘error the judgment 
was reversed and the prisoners were both remanded, back.to Lincoln coun-

-Lincoln county cannot be compelled to pay these costs, because they were 
not “incurred at-the instance of the people or authorities of that county, did 
not accrue in that county, and were: not created in consequence of any de- 
fault oi delinquency of said county. - That county cannot be required to 
pay the costs of the guard- under’ any, existing Jaw, or by any‘ rule of 
propriety. . It is urged by some that Warren county should pay the,costs of 
the guard in these cases, because Warren county had failed to build a jail in 
sal county. 

This is a different construction of the Jaw from that given by the judge of 
the circuit court, and different from the views of the General Assembly for 
several sessions past. | 

The general law provides that each county shall. provide a jail, and 
this is an useful directory provision in the law, butit does not follow as a mat- 
ter of course that, because the county is by law bound to provide a jail, that 

‘ she is also bound, in case of failure or inability to build a jail, to pay for guard- 
ing the prisoners of other counties, that are removed into such county, with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the county, to be thus charged with costs. 

In this instance the prisoners were sent to Warren county, without the 
consent of the people, or authorities of Warren county, and by the authori- 
ties of the State over which they had no control, and under the State laws. 
Warren county did not need a jail for its own prisoners, could not be reas- 
onably required to pay for guarding the prisoners of other counties thus thrust 
upon her. The rational construction of the law requiring each county to 
provide a good jail, is that there shall be a jail sufficient for the purposes of 
that county, and.not that she-shall be compelled to provide a jail for prison- 
ers that the courts of the State may send from other counties, against the 
will of either county, or be amerced in the costs of guarding such prisoners 
if they have not a sufficient jail. ” : 

In this case it would be the more improper to make Warren county pay 
the costs, because the Supreme Court of the State has decided that the change, 
of venue was erroneously made from Lincoln to Warren county. | 

This view of the case appears to have met the approbation of the General 
Assembly for several sessions past, as appears by the fact that they have at 
different times, provided by law for the payment of similar claims out of the 
State Treasury. 

Such were the claims allowed by the act for the relief of John Logan in 
the session of 1839 and 40, and the act for the relief of Tucker and May, in 
the session of 1841 and 42. . 

The case of the county of Perry against John Logan related to costs for 
guarding in Perry county a prisoner who had been removed from Madison 
county by change of venue. 

In that case the Supreme Court expressly decided that as the prisoner did 
not belong to Perry county, and came into that county by change of venue, 
that the county of Perry was not bound to pay for the guard, on account of 
the insufficiency of the jail of that county. The present case is a stronger 
one in favor of Warren county, for all the facts that existed in Perry county,
